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Letters from the Underground 

An A.L.F. member tells her story - PART I 


The following article is one person *s story of her 
involvement with the A.L.F. This is the first letter in a 
three part series. No Compromise anonymously received 
these letters and we re-print them here to, once again, 
reveal the truth about the character, dedication, and 
resourcefulness of the A.L.F. 

This letter is printed for informational purposes 
only, and is not intended to encourage people to partake 
in any illegal activities. 

HOW SHE VOINED^^ THEA.LE 

To begin, let me say that while associating with 
animal rights activists (something I try to avoid), I often 
hear people speaking thrillingly about articles they've 
read in the press or seen on the news about animals being 
liberated, laboratories being trashed, lorries being 
torched, fast food restaurants being burned to the ground, 
etc. Along with these conversations it is practically 
guaranteed that one or more persons will exclaim the 
greatness and empowerment of the action followed by a 
"Gee, how do I hook up with these people?" Also heard 
is, "Why don't these lads contact me?" or "How do I get 
involved with that group?" There are many others, but all 
basically asking the same thing: "How do I get 
involved?" This is how I found the answer to that 
question. 

After reading stories about lab break-ins and fur 
stores being torched, I, too, desperately wanted to join 
this group. But how? There was really no place to start. 
All of my friends in the animal rights movement had less 
interest in illegal direct action than I did, and even those 
who showed some interest were completely clueless as to 
how to meet these people. 

At one point, I wrote an animal rights group letting 
them know that 1 would be willing to help them raid a 
lab. Needless to say, that letter went unanswered. Finally 
I realized what I was doing. I was waiting for someone 
with a plan to drop in out of the blue and ask me to join 
in a lab raid. Now stop and think about this. Would 
anyone who put hundreds of hours in planning a covert, 
illegal direct action that could land them in prison for 
years risk asking a basic stranger for help simply because 
he or she is a vegetarian or belonged to the local animal 
righls chapter?! NO! (At least not if they want to stay 


this, continue on! 

There are many bridges that one can foresee that 
look uncrossable during the planning of an action. These 
problems seem unresolvable and often discourage people 
from continuing on with their plan. Again I must 
emphasize, continue. These problems either solve 
themselves or are more easily solved when you actually 
reach that point of the plan. (The other option usually 
being the plan is aborted for some other reason long 
before the problem ever had to be confronted.) 

Something else that should be thrown in here is that 
you should expect about four out of five plans into which 
you've invested time and money to fall through. Again, 
this shouldn't deter you. If you approach direct action 
with the knowledge that most of your plans may not 
work, then you should not be discouraged from battling 
on if some of your plans do fall through. 


Though it is not necessary, before taking any direct 
action, one should read as much literature as possible on 
the topic [Ed note: see page 23 and 31 for ordering info].

a.m. (the time I decided would be safest to strike the 
place) I carefully scoped it out. Some nights dressed head 
to toe in my jogging gear (now is not the time to be 
caught there in your balaclava), I jogged up and down the 
street past the restaurant. I was careful to look for 
possible activity inside the building, check on any 
employees' cars in the parking lot, judge the amount of 
traffic, the amount of police presence, determine how 
well the parking lot and building were lit, scan for any 
drive thru or security cameras (to look out for and to 
sabotage!), etc. 

Other nights I walked my boyfriend's dog up and 
down the street looking for the same things. In no time at 
all I was very familiar with the activity of the area (and 
had walked two emergency escape routes I would take 
should I be interrupted). I was soon confident with this 
target. Unfortunately, I still didn't know anyone I would 
trust enough to divulge my plans to. I knew what I 
wanted to do. 

The day before I was going to execute my plan, I 
drove to a neighboring town, bought super—glue, spray- 
paint, and some garden gloves from three different stores, 
making sure to pay in cash at each store. That evening I 
went for a walk wearing my gloves and ended up picking 
up two large rocks and half of a brick that I determined 
was small enough to carry around and handle, yet big 
enough to smash through the thick plate glass windows 
of a fast food restaurant. 

THE FIRST ACTION 

Though 1 would have felt a bit more comfortable 
with a partner to lookout for me, I was tired of waiting 
around for apathetic and unmotivated people. That night, 
dressed in black from head to toe, I went jogging. As I 
got near the restaurant I slowed to a walk. Seeing that 
there was no traffic around and facing a dark and empty- 
looking building, I approached the restaurant. 

Walking briskly across the lot, I pulled my mask 
down over my face.

OVERCOME THE EXCUSES 

Many people will easily shrug off planning a direct 
action for many reasons. (Nearly all are mere excuses 
which could easily be overcome.) One of the most 
overused reasons is people tell themselves they don't 
know anyone who could help in the final execution of the 
plan. For example, they don't know who could find 
homes for X number of animals; they don't know who 
they could trust as a lookout; they don't know who could 
loan or rent them a vehicle to use, etc. I want to 
emphasize here that if you are faced with a problem like

When I realized that 
no one was going to drop in and ask me to help them 
with their plan—when I finally realized that I was the 
A.L.F.—I decided to target a fast food restaurant that I 
had noticed as appearing vulnerable. 

My first step was realizing that I was the A.L.F. and 
that it was up to me to find a viable target, in this case the 
fast food restaurant. Though I still didn't know who could 
help me with this plan, I proceeded to scope it out the 
next few nights, still thinking I would find someone to 
help me. 

Though I had no experience at "casing a Joint," it 
came very easily and naturally. Between 2:00 and 3:00 
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up two large rocks and hall ot a brick that I determined 
was small enough to carry around and handle, yet big 
enough to smash through the thick plate glass windows 
of a fast food restaurant. 

THE FIRST ACTION 

Though I would have felt a bit more comfortable 
with a partner to lookout for me, I was tired of waiting 
around for apathetic and unmotivated people. That night, 
dressed in black from head to toe, I went Jogging.

Nevertheless, one 
person shouldn't feel helpless and inactive because he or 
she doesn't know others who are willing to take illegal 
direct action. Besides, taking action is your first step in 
feeling out potential comrades who share the same 
philosophy as you and are ready and willing to take 
action.

News Briefs 


According to a Circus Fans of America 
publication, The White Tops, Vidbel's Olde 
Tyme Circus, will not use elephants in their 
performances this season. The article further 
states that Vidbel’s has been "plagued by 
animal rights zealots" over the last few years. 
This is the first year since the circus started 
in 1984 that they will not exploit elephants 
during their performance. 

The Animal Liberation Front has taken 
responsibility for numerous attacks on 
butcher shops and other animal abusers in 
Auckland, New Zealand. The New Zealand 
Herald reports that the A.L.F. have caused 
over $150,000 damage in the Auckland area 
alone this year. 

Inmate Harold Thompson filed a lawsuit 
demanding a vegan-vegetarian diet line be 
provided at all Tennessee prisons.

Ms. Cathy Raffety 
angered by the police tactics said, "It was like Waco, they were firing on 
women and children." Tear gas and pepper spray were used to cause the 
crowed to disperse - but the crowd surged again. This time contact 
across the barricade forced the DKPD to escalate with reinforcements. 
Concussion grenades were heaved into the crowd. A number of outraged 
activists responding to police brutality picked up a barricade section and 
threw it into the back window of a parked police car.

British Riot Against Vivisection 

Consort Beagle Breeder’s Facilities Trashed Despite Heavy Riot Police Presence

ENGLAND - There were approximately 
500 loud, angry, compassionate people 
prepared for anything at the Consort Beagle 
Breeder's Facility ...and this is a force to 
reckon with! 

Protesters gathered outside the premises. 
There were a number of police present and 
many more officers hiding around the area and 
inside the compound. Protesters suddenly 
moved off, down a track, and around to the 
back of the beagle breeding place. There, 
police had put up a fence with barbed wire, 
and some 15 police officers-some with dogs-- 
tried to keep off the crowd. 

About 100 yards behind the police was 
the actual breeding place which was again 
surrounded by a wall with razor wire all 
around. Suddenly, without much build-up of 
emotion, people stormed past the police to the 
razor-wired wall and fence. Some tried to 
climb it (and a few managed with success), but 
most just got stuck outside. 

Two guys were able to enter the 
compound and take one beagle dog and flee up 
onto the roof of one of the buildings inside. By 
this time, people were seriously tearing on the 
fences outside, and the riot police moved in. 

The riot police surrounded the building 
with the two men and the dog visible on the 
roof. It was at this point, when all the people in 
the crowd saw the rescued dog and the two 
men surrounded by police and barbed razor 
wire, that the protesters showed their true 
strength of feeling: they tried with all means to 
get into the area to free the men and the dog. 
First, some of the fencing on one side was torn 
down and people managed to get far enough 
inside to wreck two sheds and destroy 
everything inside them, dragging out things 
and setting them on fire. This included a small 
tractor. 

However, even though they were 
showered with rocks, riot police were able to 
stop the protesters from moving further inside 
the area.

One has to imagine the scenario at this 
stage: There are these two masked 
liberationists on the roof with the beagle dog. 
The house on which they are standing is 
surrounded by maybe 50 riot police in full 
gear, with helmets, shields, batons, the lot. 
Then there are some more 50 or so police 
bu^:zing around inside, many police crews 
filming everything, and a helicopter above the 
scene, also filming. Around all those police 
officers is a heavily-protected fence with a 
rock wall on some parts and razor wire and 
rolls fixed over it all the way. And all this is 
surrounded and besieged by an angry crowd of 
protesters, attacking from all sides, determined 
to get those men and the dog out. 

Next, a laruc crowd of protesters attacked 




particular protester could be pointed out. 


Protesters were constantly on the alert 
against police snatch squads and effectively 
de-arrested immediately when such a squad 
tried their luck. Then some protesters managed 
to break through the razor wire by dragging a 
bath tub to the fence, tearing the fence down, 
and putting this tub over it. So, within minutes, 
hundreds of protesters entered the inner area, 
surrounding the house with the two men and 
the dog on top. 

A line of police posed little resistance, 
and soon hundreds of people reached the side 
of the house, smashing up the garden fence 
and invading the front area. Police with batons 
stormed in from one side and riot police from 
the other, but protesters resisted. A wall was 
broken down and split into handily-sized rocks 
used as missiles. Another fire was started in 
the garage and sheds just beside the house. 

At this stage the two men appeared on the

two over-enthusiastic police officers, one with 
a police dog, who gave chase. Also, the police 
helicopter was alerted and stayed above those 
protesters. At this stage, all of the 40 protesters 
took their jackets off and rolled them up and 
held them in front of their hands as if they 
were holding a dog and made off in different 
direction. This confused police and the two 
officers chased different people in different 
directions. 


However, the people were not running 
fast enough, so more and more of those 
running off were caught and checked, and 
more and more police officers were getting 
involved in the chase, being drafted in from 
the roads. After a two-mile chase, the people 
with the beagle dog were discovered. 

The police dog was set on the people and 
two were severely bitten. Thirteen protesters 
then piled together onto a heap, hiding and 
protecting the beagle with their bodies. More

By 
this time, people were seriously tearing on the 
fences outside, and the riot police moved in. 

The riot police surrounded the building 
with the two men and the dog visible on the 
roof. It was at this point, when all the people in 
the crowd saw the rescued dog and the two 
men surrounded by police and barbed razor 
wire, that the protesters showed their true 
strength of feeling: they tried with all means to 
get into the area to free the men and the dog. 
First, some of the fencing on one side was torn 
down and people managed to get far enough 
inside to wreck two sheds and destroy 
everything inside them, dragging out things 
and setting them on fire. This included a small 
tractor. 

However, even though they were 
showered with rocks, riot police were able to 
stop the protesters from moving further inside 
the area. Next, some protesters further down 
from the torn-down fencing managed to 
overcome the barrier by putting bits of an 
asbestos roof over the razor wire fence. But, 
again, riot police were able to beat people 
back. 

One has to imagine the scenario at this 
stage: There are these two masked 
liberationists on the roof with the beagle dog. 
The house on which they are standing is 
surrounded by maybe 50 riot police in full 
gear, with helmets, shields, batons, the lot. 
Then there are some more 50 or so police 
buzzing around inside, many police crews 
filming everything, and a helicopter above the 
scene, also filming. Around all those police 
officers is a heavily-protected fence with a 
rock wall on some parts and razor wire and 
rolls fixed over it all the way. And all this is 
surrounded and besieged by an angry crowd of 
protesters, attacking from all sides, determined 
to get those men and the dog out. 

Next, a large crowd of protesters attacked 
again from the entrance gate side, this time 
smashing up the windows of the cars of 
employees as well as the manager of the place 
in the car park. 

For those not used to such protests, in 
order to give you a full picture, I would like to 
add that most protesters were totally masked 
up. It was not just one or two activists 
throwing rocks—it was really everyone. And 
the people on megaphones shouted, "Go on! 
Do it! Don't be afraid! Smash the bastards!" It 
was mayhem. Also, protesters continually 
changed clothes with each other so that no 



particular protester could be pointed out. 

Protesters were constantly on the alert 
against police snatch squads and effectively 
de-arrested immediately when such a squad 
tried their luck. Then some protesters managed 
to break through the razor wire by dragging a 
bath tub to the fence, tearing the fence down, 
and putting this tub over it. So, within minutes, 
hundreds of protesters entered the inner area, 
surrounding the house with the two men and 
the dog on top. 

A line of police posed little resistance, 
and soon hundreds of people reached the side 
of the house, smashing up the garden fence 
and invading the front area. Police with batons 
stormed in from one side and riot police from 
the other, but protesters resisted. A wall was 
broken down and split into handily-sized rocks 
used as missiles. Another fire was started in 
the garage and sheds just beside the house. 

At this stage the two men appeared on the 
roof just above protesters and lowered the 
beagle dog straight into the arms of the 
protesters. One of the men followed. I don't 
know what happened to the other. The 
protesters had managed to resist riot police 
attacks by then, long enough so that one of the 
guys from the roof and the dog were safely 
hidden in the crowd. Afterwards, half the 
protesters moved off, broke through police 
lines, and managed to get the beagle safely out 
of the immediate area. 

About 40 people made off with the 
beagle. Unfortunately, they were spotted by 



two over-enthusiastic police officers, one with 
a police dog, who gave chase. Also, the police 
helicopter was alerted and stayed above those 
protesters. At this stage, all of the 40 protesters 
took their jackets off and rolled them up and 
held them in front of their hands as if they 
were holding a dog and made off in different 
direction. This confused police and the two 
officers chased different people in different 
directions. 

However, the people were not running 
fast enough, so more and more of those 
running off were caught and checked, and 
more and more police officers were getting 
involved in the chase, being drafted in from 
the roads. After a two-mile chase, the people 
with the beagle dog were discovered. 

The police dog was set on the people and 
two were severely bitten. Thirteen protesters 
then piled together onto a heap, hiding and 
protecting the beagle with their bodies. More 
and more police officers were drafted in and 
eventually moved in and beat the 13 away and 
took the dog. All 13 were arrested under 
suspicion of theft. In the meantime, protesters 
continued to fight police in the area of the 
beagle breeding farm. 

It was then that CS gas was used, and 
many protesters ended up requiring hospital 
treatment. Also, the road was blockaded in 
protest for a while, using equipment taken 
from a nearby road building site. Later on in 
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University was disrupted by a last minute 
protest of animal liberationists. At the start of 
the contest, activists bolted to the front table 
where the grotesque display was being held, 
surrounded it so no one could see the 
"event," and started chanting anti-meat 
slogans. The disruption lasted for the entire 
length of the contest and an irate crowd of 
about 60 shouting people added to the 
mayhem. No arrests were made. 

For World Day for Animals in Labs, 
protesters at the University of Washington 
placed 3,000 flags in the school's lawn in 
memory of the 3,000 animals killed each 
week in UW vivisection labs. On the same 
day, animal liberationists' presence at the 
UW Health Science Fair for local high 
school students, resulted in nervous 
vivisectors packing up their tables and 
leaving. 

A Denver, Colorado judge dismissed four 
activists' charges of trespass and disturbing 
the peace after arresting officer Captain 
Maldino admitted on the stand that he never 
asked the protesters to leave. Last October, 
the activists locked-down at the Denver 
Coliseum to protest the Ringling 
Brothers/Barnum & Bailey Circus. They 
were members of Rocky Mountain Animal 
Defense.

Militancy 
Has Firm 
Hold in 
Finland

Animal lib greetings from Finland! 
Finnish activists have been very busy, 
especially during December. 

Here is a small list of some Elainten 
Vapautus Rintama (EVR = Finnish A.L.F.) 
actions that occurred in December: 


•In Vantaa, near Helsinki, some meat trucks 
got burned down. This was a first in Finnish 
A.L.F. history! 

•A huge pelt processing building belonging to 
Finland's second biggest fur farm burned 
down. The building had 20,000 polecat and 
2,000 fox furs in it, plus lots of machinery! It 
caused millions of Finnish marks worth of 
damage to the fur industry. 

•On a fur farm near Tampere, 50 foxes were 
painted with red Henna dye. In ONE night in 
mid December in Helsinki, some 15 fur shops 
and a few McMurder’s got smashed up. 

• On Christmas Eve an arson attack on three 
meat trucks caused millions of Finnish marks 
worth of damage. The trucks were burned 
down completely and slogans of "EVR" and 
"Leave the animals alone!" were painted. 

•All over the country there was lots of 
vandalism of furriers, McDonald's, meat

Due to 
the chinchilla's thick coat, they cannot survive in temperatures 
much over 80 degrees. Mink and fox, on the other hand, have 
been shown to thrive directly upon release from fur farms. 

The A.L.F. claims that the chinchillas freed during this raid 
are now living with human companions who will care for them 
and their needs. 

Following this action, the A.L.F. moved towards Maryland 
where they raided the Frank Parsons Mink and Ferret Farm. Five 
hundred mink were freed from their cages and breeding records 
for all of the animals were destroyed. 

Two years ago. Parsons was caught on videotape killing 
mink by injecting Blackleaf 40 weed killer and rubbing alcohol 
into their chests. The mink were going into convulsions and dying 
agonizing deaths. Hopefully this raid will shut Parsons down and 
prevent any future animal torture at this site. 

Sweden has also seen a string of raids this year. So far, five 
fur farms have been hit with animal liberations, stolen breeding 
records, and destroyed equipment. At least one of these farms has 
closed down now, which is a surprise, as most fur farms don't 
close until December when they pelt out all of the remaining 
animals. A group called the Wild Minks has taken responsibility 
for all of these raids except one where the A.L.F. freed two foxes.

the day, three employees and the manager of 
the beagle breeder had home visits and got 
their houses thoroughly smashed up. 
Altogether 24 people got arrested. One was 
immediately released as the arresting officer 
could not be found. 

The reasons for the arrest for the 
remaining 23 varied from theft to burglary, 
criminal damage, and assault. As far as I know, 
no one was charged and everyone was released 


during the same night and the early hours of 
the next morning. 1 was arrested under 
suspicion of burglary and theft. 

Just prior to my arrest, 1 was attacked by 
a police dog and severely bitten. The dog¬ 
handling police officer encouraged the dog all 
the way through this attack and praised 
him/her afterwards. 1 had to remove the dog by 
stuffing my sweatshirt into his/her mouth and 
removing him/her manually. On the drive to 
the police station, 1 had the beagle dog on my 
lap while I was handcuffed which made it 
impossible to comfort the poor soul in the way 
she needed. 

The dog was a young female and 
pregnant. Later during the night she was 


retrieved by an unknown man from the police 
station. Protesters who besieged the police 
station managed to initially drive him off, but, 
eventually, with a heavy police escort, the dog 
was removed. Most likely, she is dead by now. 

Apart from the sad end for the beagle, 
every second of this demo was worth it. It was 
such an empowering experience and it shows 
what 500 compassionate people with bare 
hands can do against an army of well-armored 
riot police with batons, CS gas, and barbed 
razor wire. 1 am humbled by the selfless 
determination those protesters showed. There 
was no fear-there was just simply no fear.

Eleven New Jersey 
Arrests in Solidarity

REDBANK, NJ - On April 12 outside 
Winters Furs, the police were not given the 
chance to intimidate militant animal rights 
activists. Thirty-five activists from New York, 
Pennsylvania, and New Jersey marched across 
the street flaunting signs, banners, and a 
bloodied mink in a trap. We circled the small 
store for more than thirty minutes in the 
pouring rain. 

The cops told me 1 couldn't use the 
bullhorn. 1 asked if 1 was being arrested, and 
when they said no, 1 continued chanting. "Now 
you are," they said. 1 went limp and they 
dragged me off to the station next door to the 
fur shop. 

1 looked in their book to see what 1 was 
being charged with and they had written down 
"Animal Rights." 1 wasn't aware that animal 
rights was a crime! Twenty minutes later, 1 saw 
ten loud activists literally being dragged in. We 
were all chanting "2-4-6-8-F*ck this police 
state!" inside the jail. While I was sitting there 
chained to a desk, they were flipping through 
this six-inch thick book of full color 
photographs and summaries of AR activists. 
They said, "Oh, Jeff Watkins. Good! He’s in 
jail! Got Mike here...got Dari again. Do you 
know where so and so is? He isn't at this 
protest. Do you protest anywhere else? Do you 
do any other actions?" Every time I answered 
"no comment," they laughed and said they 
were "just curious." "What, do you have 
something to hide?" 

Altogether, four juveniles and seven 
adults were arrested. All were charged with 
resisting and blocking a public passageway 
except for Angi Metier and myself. Angi was 
charged with a felony of resisting (kicking a 
cop...which she didn’t do) and I was charged 
with using a bullhorn.

The activists 
simply hung the banner and left. As they were 
leaving, we protesters came onto the scene. 

After protesting, an officer arrived and 
told us to take down the banner or disperse. 
We told her the banner was there when we 
arrived, which was true. Timing was very 
important to our defense! She repeated that we 
had to take it down or leave. After a while of 
this witty banter, she told us to take down the 
banner or she'd call a police van and have us 
all arrested. We said we didn't put it up and 


stood our ground. 

The officer yelled at the person 
videotaping that her that the sergeant had 
talked with our cameraperson about this 
before-even though such a conversation had 
never taken place and the cameraperson was 
not known by her nor her sergeant!!! She 
yelled at protesters to get out of her face and 
she wrote out a ticket to no one in particular 
and gave it to no one!

One after the other after the other, they go 
down. Some manage to escape but most fall 
relentlessly to the ground. The noise of gunfire, 
the smell of roasting flesh burgers and the fear of 
the animals are palpable. They arrive in crates, 
jammed together so tightly they can't move, to 
suffer miserable fates at the hands of men who pay 
handsomely for the privilege of blowing their 
heads off. 

In Hegins, Pennsylvania every Labor Day, the 
townspeople hold an annual pigeon shoot. 
Between three and five thousand pigeons are 
killed every year. Only a few hundred are saved by 
activists, to live their lives out in peace in a caring 
refuge. The rest die miserable, slow deaths. A few 


of the birds die immediately upon being shot. 
Many die of blood loss as they lie on the ground. 
Others are collected by "trapper boys," who stomp 
their heads or break their necks, and leave them to 
suffocate in metal garbage cans. Last year, well 
after the shoot was over, a few birds were found 
still alive at the bottom of these boiling hot cans, 
underneath the bodies of their dead brothers and 
sisters. And, last year, one of the spectators was 
caught on videotape as he bit the head off a living 
bird, trying to "impress" his friends.

Mike Lennick, the owner of the Feed Barn, had advertised 
in racing pigeon magazines for "surplus" homing pigeons, for 
whom he would pay $1.50 each. Lennick wrote in his ads that 
the birds would be used in the "restaurant trade," but the A.L.F. 
tracked him down as one of the main pigeon shoot suppliers. It 
is illegal in Pennsylvania to shoot a homing pigeon, and 
Lennick was so shaken up by the A.L.F. raid and by the thought 
of getting caught for supplying homers to the shoot that he is 
reportedly no longer in the pigeon business.

I was 
offered 6 additional months of probation, fines 
to exceed $1000, a court order to stay away 
from Lazarus stores, an order to not associate 
with over 15 activist friends, and an order to 
reimburse my parents for fines.

Seeing as how restrictive these terms 
were and realizing the mistake I had made two 
months previous for accepting an unjust 
punishment of probation, I told the judge I 
would serve a reasonable amount of 
community service or serve time in jail. 1 was 
completely unwilling to pay any amount of 
money to the animal murderers and their 
government protectors. Fighting for the 
liberation of our enslaved animal brothers and 
sisters is by no means a crime and therefore 
should not be punished but rather encouraged. 

SENTENCING 

The judge denied the less costly 
alternative of community service and instead 
excersized his state sanctioned power by 
ordering me to the Department of 
"Corrections" (DOC)--I suspect pressure from 
Lazarus played a big part in the court's final 
decision to imprison me.His recommendation 
was 6 months in the DOC, but the actual 
length was to be determined by the particular 
prison facility I would be placed in. I was 
convicted of three charges: Trespass, Criminal 
Recklessness, and Resisting Law 
Enforcement-all misdemeanor charges. The 
violation of probation charges were dismissed 
and all pending cases were closed. A battle 
had then begun. 

JAILED!! 

The first two days were spent in the 
county detention center. The second day 1 was 
on lock-down (solitary) "preparing" to be 
taken to the Logansport Juvenile Diagnostic 
Intake Facility. Here 1 would be assessed as to 
which juvenile prison 1 would be placed in to 
serve my time. 

Upon arriving at Logansport 1 was put 
into an inmate unit with 15 others. 1 spent one 
week here while awaiting transfer to a 
permanent prisoner facility. Then the final 
decision was made for me to be transferred to 
the medium-security Indiana Boy's School 
(IBS) in Plainfield, 45 min from my home. 1 
would be leaving much earlier than the 25 
others awaiting transfer to IBS because of my 
hunger strike and the pressure it placed on the 
institution to rid themselves of responsibility 
for me. 

TRANSFERRED 

I arrived at Plainfield filled with hope-1 



knew 1 had made the right choice by not 
paying fines to those who slaughtered innocent 
life and not award an authoritarian system that 
protects amoral businesses and imprisons non¬ 
violent activists. I had come to the realization 
that the only thing they could do to us for 
standing up for the Earth and Animals is to 
confine our bodies-never our minds. 

At Plainfield I was put into one of the less 
violent inmate units, Cottage 5 as they called 
it, after spending the first night in lock down in 
the maximum security unit. My minimum 
sentence was set for 60 days, yet the prison 
could cause my stay to extend indefinitely and 
without limit based upon "my" behavior. 
Basically the uncertainty of prison time is used 
to invoke fear and obedience within the 
juvenile inmate population. In most cases it 
keeps people in line or further institutionalizes 
them with longer sentences. 

THE DEMANDS 

My communication with the outside was 
limited to daily collect calls to my lawyer, 
weekly calls to friends, and visits with family 
on the weekend. Eventually 1 found out about 
the Syracuse 3's demand for anti-leg hold trap 
legislation in the U.S. and joined them in 
solidarity for the demands. 

Then on March 13th, Stacy Schierholz 
was sentenced to the DOC by Magistrate 
Rogers for 3 counts of violation of probation 
and one of Resisting Law Enforcement. 
Incidentally, Stacy had already completed two 
of the three probation requirements and was 
proven in court to be 'wrongfully arrested' on 
FUR FREE FRIDAY yet still convicted of the 
Resisting charge. In addition to the same 
conditions offered to myself, Stacy was asked 
to apologize to Lazarus. As if the courts 
wished to make the decision easier, she refused 
all these conditions and was sent to the 
Indianapolis Girl's School. During her 
imprisonment the jail held her incommunicado 
an attempt to break her spirit. They had failed. 

FORCE FEEDING!! 

For the first 30 days of hunger strike, 
Indianapolis experienced a virtual media 
blackout. Not until the state decided to violate 
my-^Constitutional and Human rights by force 
feeding me did the media cover the story.

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Jeff Watkins and

Syracuse, NY -- On February 28, three Animal Defense 
League members were sent to prison for their political 
activities. Nicole Rogers, the founder of ADL and a student at 
the Onondaga Community College, and Chris Tarbell, a full 
time Syracuse University student, both 20 , were co-defendants 
in a case where they had handcuffed themselves to the front of 
a downtown fur store. 

Jeffrey Watkins, a then 20-year-old full time activist, had 
also been arrested at that protest and several others where 
police had arbitrarily singled him out. His 11 trumped-up 
misdemeanor violation charges, including some stemming from 
on an act of civil disobedience involving standing on a police 
patrol car to lead a chant, were all dropped when he pled guilty 
to felony criminal mischief for spraying red paint on a shopper 
in a department store who was wearing a fur coat. 

Chris completed his sentence on March 9, having lost 
eight pounds from his hungerstrike. Nicole and Jeff each lost 
14 pounds on a 30 day hungerstrike ending March 29, when 
Nicole was released. Jeff spent his 21st birthday in solitary 
confinement for defending another inmate who was going to be 
wrongfully punished by a guard and his release date has been 
pushed back six days due to another charge brought to trial 
while he was in jail.

According to Jeff, he was working in the prison kitchen 
when a white inmate yelled that one of the guards was a

"faggot." The white guard then mistakenly grabbed one of the 
Black inmates, at which point Jeff spoke up. In a phone 
conversation from jail, Jeff told another activist "I've had 
conversations with that guy, and that word is not even in his 
vocabulary. When 1 told the guard he had^it wrong, he threw 
me in the hole for three days, during which time 1 was denied 
my mail, grievance papers, phone calls and any vegan food " 

Thursday, May 8, before an all-white panel, Jeff was given 
the additional 10 day sentence of solitary confinement. He 
appealed this punishment, but it was denied. He has also lost 
his job in the kitchen, which will make it very difficult for him 
to determine what foods he can eat. Already on one occasion, 
the jail fed him mashed potatoes which the guards claimed 
contained no animal products but were later found to contain 
whey, a dairy product. 

EXTENDED SENTENCE 

On Friday, May 9, Jeff was found guilty of another charge 
of violation harassment resulting from charges brought against 
him by a New York trapper. Dewitt Town Court Judge Jack 
Schultz handed down the maximum sentence of 15 days, 
pushing back Jeff's release date to July 22. The charge 
stemmed from a roadside confrontation last January between 
Watkins and local animal trapper A1 LaFrance. Each claimed 
the other was following him when both parties pulled over and 
began arguing (see story last issue). The judge sided with 
LaFrance despite factual errors in his testimony. 

Ironically, Watkins had been driving to pick up his 
roommate, Joel Capolongo, from jail after he had been rousted 
from bed and arrested by police - accompanied by a federal 
agent — for the exact same charge of violation harassment 
against another trapper. That charge was dropped when video 
evidence was presented showing that the trapper, A1 Burns, had 
actually been harassing Capolongo and other activists. The 
District Attorney refused to prosecute him however. 

The relationship between the law enforcement community 
and lobbying groups for industries which exploit animals is 
becoming ever more apparent. Activists who speak out against 
the killing and maiming of wildlife are being arrested and jailed 
for 'harassment,' yet trappers who call their houses constantly 
and pull into their driveways are not charged with anything. 

One thing liberationists should learn from this is to always 
file a complaint and attempt to press charges whenever they 
become engaged in a confrontation with an animal abuser. 
Even if the abuser is not prosecuted, you will have more 
leverage and a better case if s/he tries to file counter-charges.

Bombing Deals A Million 
Dollar Blow to Fur Industry 

Sandy, UT - Bombs ripped through offices and four 
trucks at a Utah mink feed plant in the early morning hours 
of Tuesday, March 11th. In an anonymous phone call to 
CAFT, an unspecified, underground animal rights group 
claimed responsibility for the action which resulted in $1 
million in damages. The activists added that the action was 
done in support of the hunger strikers demands to ban the 
leghold trap. 

The bombs completely destroyed four trucks and the 
second Boor of the administrative offices. No humans or 
animals were hurt in the action. The Utah fur industry has 
responded by hiring armed guards and installing elaborate 
alarm systems to try and thwart further attacks.

The bombs completely destroyed four trucks and the 
second floor of the administrative offices. No humans or 
animals were hurt in the action. The Utah fur industry has 
responded by hiring armed guards and installing elaborate 
alarm systems to try and thwart further attacks. 

The mink feed plant in question was the Utah 
Furbreeders Agricultural Co-Op in Sandy, Utah. This plant is 
reportedly the second largest mink feed supplier in the U.S. 
and conducts animal research aimed at developing feed 
formulations that will make fur farming more profitable. 

The plant was the subject of an attempted arson in 1991 
when the A.L.F. planted incendiary devices that failed to go 
off. The company's experimental fur farm was then raided in 
June of 1996, and 50 to 75 mink were liberated. This set off a 
string of mink liberations at fur farms throughout the state. 

Contrary to certain media reports, the A.L.F. never 
claimed this most recent action. The anonymous caller 
reporting the action never gave any group affiliation. Since 
the A.L.F. has never used pipe bombs, it is unclear if this 
signifies the emergence of a new, more militant group.

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An interview with 

Jeff Watkins

NC: By now I'm sure that virtually 
everyone reading this has heard about the 
circumstances surrounding your current 
imprisonment (if not, read “A Call to 
Action” on page 3 of NCU6), hut everyone 
might not know the idea behind the three 
demands that you made upon your 
incarceration. What were these three 
demands and what motivated you to make 
them? 

Jeff: The three demands, the hunger strike, 
and the motivation behind the whole thing, 
resulted from my need to participate in the 
struggle for animal liberation. Basically, 1 
could stand being a prisoner of the United 
States government; that was bearable. 
However, ceasing in my activities for fur¬ 
bearing animals was not.

Do you feel that making those demands has

will pass. I felt at least a little bit victorious. 
But, it had also come to a critical point. 

I had been hospitalized the previous day 
and 1 was told that my liver was failing. 1 
didn't believe it, but 24 hours after my first 
hospital trip, 1 collapsed in my jail cell. 

I fell to the concrete floor beneath me and 
on the way down, hit my chest and left 
shoulder on a toilet bowl. My breathing 
became powerful and rapid. My body went 
into convulsions and my vision was reduced to 
a few colors and shapes. I tried to speak to the 
medical staff, but the muscles in my face and 
jaw had contorted. There were a lot of 
Correction Officers around me, as an 
ambulance crew put an oxygen mask on me 
and put me on a stretcher. These C.O.s 
were laughing their asses off. They were 
telling jokes about Big Macs and fur 
coats. (All these comedians starving in 
the streets, and these guys were jail 
guards...what a shame!)

Well, I'm a little reluctant to give advice, 
because every jail and every activist is 
different. But, with activism on a steady 
increase, there is almost a guarantee for 
incarceration of effective activists. As our fight 
against the holocaust to animals continues to 
develop, our opposition will be significantly 
reluctant to allow us our freedom. I've very 
little doubt that the future holds more 
situations identical to that of mine, Tony 
Wong's, Rod Coronado's, or that of the Mass 4! 
But, with that comes a very positive aspect of 
our movement. If we weren't succeeding-if 
our movement wasn't an extremely progressive 
and powerful one--we wouldn't have the 
hurdles in front of us that we have right now. 

The jailings, the harassment, the blatant 
disregard for our civil liberties, the brutality at 
the hands of law enforcement. These are all 
tell-tale signs of our increasing effectiveness 
and the damaging toll we've actually taken 
against the defilers of Kingdom Animalia.

What are your feelings about the animal 
liberation movement today, in 1997, and 
where do you think it is headed? 

I see, far into the future, the eventual 
unification of humankind and animal. This will 
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everyone reading this has heard about the 
circumstances surrounding your current 
imprisonment (if not, read Call to 
Action” on page 3 of NC#6), but everyone 
might not know the idea behind the three 
demands that you made upon your 
incarceration. What were these three 
demands and what motivated you to make 
them? 

Jeff: The three demands, the hunger strike, 
and the motivation behind the whole thing, 
resulted from my need to participate in the 
struggle for animal liberation. Basically, I 
could stand being a prisoner of the United 
States government; that was bearable.

Dear Readers^ As some of you know, 
tragedy has recently touched our movement. 
Someone who actively crusades for the lives 
and freedom of animals was involved in a 
serious automobile accident. I've been keeping 
a journal since my arrival at this facility and 
have refrained from showing any of it to 
anyone...until now. It makes me feel better to 
write my feelings and sometimes share them. 
So here goes. 

DAY TWENTY 

Today was weird. It started out with every 
degree of normalcy-it was equivalent to every 
other day I've spent thus far. 

The Infirmary at 5:00 a.m., sleeping until 
late afternoon, my visit from Father Peemer (a 
daily ritual I've grown to love), reading a little, 
and writing a lot. It was about 6:00 in the 
evening when I got the opportunity to use the 
phone and call good friends and fellow 
activists. I started with a call to Pam and Jerry 
in Connecticut. They are wonderful people and 
essential pieces to the chessboard of Animal 
Liberation. Pam had a lot of good news and we 
laughed and joked and discussed the typical 
for about one-half of an hour. 

She then asked if I had heard about Alex 
from Utah. I said no and my mind raced back 
to the previous summer. I had gone to 
Memphis with my roommate and his 
girlfriend. There was a convening of a lot of 
activists from all over the country there. We 
had stayed with IP Goodwin, as did several 
others. I had met new activists and made good 
friends. It was one of the best times of my life. 

Among those I met was Alex. He had 
made a strong impression on me. He was 
obviously intelligent. He spoke with an 
eloquence and a dignity. His dedication and 
integrity were almost tangible. "You didn't 


hear about the accident?" Pam asked. I 
indicated that I hadn't. She then told me that 
his car had flipped several times and he was, 
for the time being, confined to a wheelchair 
with the evident potential that he may never 
move again. 

My heart sank into my empty stomach. I 
was searching for words and turned up empty- 
handed. I didn't know what to say. Pam could 
tell that 1 was distraught even though 1 
disguised it to the best of my ability. We spoke 
for a little while longer and Jerry and I spoke 
for a while. And the three of us engaged in a 
warm verbal good-bye. 1 went to my cell and 
sorted each piece of news 1 had just gotten, 
like a stack of mail. 

Every time the thought of Alex or the 
image of a flipping car entered my head, I 
immediately expelled it with the ferocity of an 
angry high school principal. I tried to read. I 
tried to sing. I tried to concentrate on anything 
but what I had just heard. I did so in vain. 
Eventually and for the first time, I cried. 

For the first time in 20 days, I cried. I 
didn't cry in the courtroom, when I was 
looking into the faces of my friends, with the 
promise of a jail term taunting and teasing. I 
didn't cry whenever I thought about my 
beloved Tracey or my dear friends. Never. Not 
one second in this place has produced one tear, 
but they were rolling down my face without 
apology. 

I pondered where the movement was 
headed. Utah, of late, had been a tidal wave of 
activity and Alex a leader in that neck of the 
woods. What were we going to do without 
him? I let my devastation subside for a while 
and I went about my business in front of the 
other inmates. 

I was still awake when the sun rose. I was 
ashamed. Somewhere through the night, I had 
decided that I was wrong for dismissing Alex, 
he wasn't dead. How dare I give him so little 
credit. When the time allows, Alex will return 
to our movement, no doubt. So now when I 
cry, it will be for his pain and his personal loss, 
not ours. We didn't lose anything, he'll be back. 

And even though I can't begin to 
understand what he's going through. I'll try to 
acknowledge from now on that this is the same 
person I met in Memphis. The same heart 


beats in his chest and the same eyes rest in his 
skull. The need to overcome the holocaust and 
protect the innocent still exists in him. Stay 
strong, brother Alex. I don't mourn you, 
because you're not gone. But I implore you to 
take your time and return when you're ready. 
Never forget the soldier who lives inside you. 
Stay strong...You deserve it. 

No Compromise joins Jeff in sending Alex 
our support, love, and gratitude. The 
tireless hours he’s devoted to helping 
animals and the strength with which he 
endures his recent calamity serves as an 
inspiration to all of us . Stay Strong Alex.

Despite attorney intervention, a pending 
Federal lawsuit to stop the feedings, and lack 
of parental consent, the prison continued in its 
brutal, nasogastric tube feedings from day 31 
until my release a month later. A lawsuit was 
filed in Federal court to get an injunction 
against the feeding of the formula which 
contained milk products. Not only were the 
feedings a blatant violation of fundamental 
human rights, but it also violated my First 
Amendment of freedom of religion—that is, 
freedom of practicing my deeply held ethical 
beliefs to consume NO animal products. 

While the lawsuit proved to be 
unsuccessful during my imprisonment, I still 
chose to passively resist their physical assaults 
and at the same time publicized the truth to the 
newly attentive news media whenever the 
opportunity arose. The public now began to 
question the juvenile judicial and 
"correctional" systems and the lack of respect 
for the rights of individuals under the age of 
18. At the same time the issue of animal rights 
was entered into public discussion and many 
people were exposed, through the lawsuit filed, 
to the idea of veganism as a legitimate moral 


and ethical belief. 

I was released on April 25th, hours before 
Stacy Schierholz was released 1 1/2 months 
early than expected. Obviously they had felt 
the pressure AND always had the ability to 
release us early (to the contrary of what they 
were telling us). Both of us were discharged, 
released without probation or any other 
restrictions. We had won against a formidable, 
inherently unjust system and exposed the 
realities of their corruption and abuse. 

THROUGH SACRIFICE COMES CHANGE 

Knowing that my imprisonment faltered 
in comparison to the torture chambers of the 
animals, 1 held my head high as I entered into 
the world of physical confinement, with the 
strength of the Liberation movement by my 
side. I begun the hunger strike, refusing all 
food and drink except for water, to assert 
ultimate control over my own body and to 
protest the injustice inflicted upon me for 
working to end human domination over nature. 

By risking injury or death to my body by 
refusing nourishment, I placed considerable 
pressure on the system though . Not only does 
the hunger strike highlight the system's twisted 
and unfair execution of injustice, but it also 
draws attention to the urgency of the animals' 
treatment and to what extent we are willing to 
fight for Total Liberation. Philosophy 
becomes a foundation for change when ideas 
are put into action. Without putting ourselves 
at risk or making sacrifice. Animal and Earth 
Liberation will not become realized in time to 
save those who depend on us most: the 
animals. 

This is one more victory on the road to 
Liberation, one which was accomplished by 
the movement as a whole, working together by 
protesting, hunger striking, demonstrating, and 
direct action to achieve the ultimate goal of 
Total Liberation. Where the system has 
attempted to weaken our struggle, they have 
only made us stronger. What more can they 
possibly do other than beat our bodies or lock 
us up?

I had gone to 
Memphis with my roommate and his 
girlfriend. There was a convening of a lot of 
activists from all over the country there. We 
had stayed with IP Goodwin, as did several 
others. 1 had met new activists and made good 
friends. It was one of the best times of my life. 

Among those I met was Alex. He had 
made a strong impression on me. He was 
obviously intelligent. He spoke with an 
eloquence and a dignity. His dedication and 
integrity were almost tangible. "You didn't 


image of a flipping car entered my head, I 
immediately expelled it with the ferocity of an 
angry high school principal. I tried to read. 1 
tried to sing. I tried to concentrate on anything 
but what I had just heard. 1 did so in vain. 
Eventually and for the first time, I cried. 

For the first time in 20 days, I cried. 1 
didn't cry in the courtroom, when I was 
looking into the faces of my friends, with the 
promise of a jail term taunting and teasing. I 
didn't cry whenever I thought about my 
beloved Tracey or my dear friends. Never. Not 
one second in this place has produced one tear, 
but they were rolling down my face without 
apology. 

1 pondered where the movement was 
headed. Utah, of late, had been a tidal wave of 
activity and Alex a leader in that neck of the 
woods. What were we going to do without 
him? I let my devastation subside for a while 
and I went about my business in front of the 
other inmates. 

I was still awake when the sun rose. 1 was 
ashamed. Somewhere through the night, 1 had 
decided that 1 was wrong for dismissing Alex, 
he wasn't dead. How dare I give him so little 
credit. When the time allows, Alex will return 
to our movement, no doubt. So now when I 
cry, it will be for his pain and his personal loss, 
not ours. We didn't lose anything, he'll be back. 

And even though I can't begin to 
understand what he's going through. I'll try to 
acknowledge from now on that this is the same 
person I met in Memphis. The same heart

Despite attorney intervention, a pending 
Federal lawsuit to stop the feedings, and lack 
of parental consent, the prison continued in its 
brutal, nasogastric tube feedings from day 31 
until my release a month later. A lawsuit was 
filed in Federal court to get an injunction 
against the feeding of the formula which 
contained milk products. Not only were the 
feedings a blatant violation of fundamental 
human rights, but it also violated my First 
Amendment of freedom of religion—that is, 
freedom of practicing my deeply held ethical 
beliefs to consume NO animal products.

The animal rights movement has spent years influencing 
public opinion to the point where many Americans are now 
uncomfortable about animal suffering, where once they weren't 
even aware of it, but it won't matter how the majority of the 
people feel as long as the law allows the exploitation to 
continue. 

One good example is the use of the steel-jawed leghold 
trap, which a recent poll showed 74 percent of the public 
opposed to its use. That opposition won't help one single 
animal, because the leghold trap is legal, and as long as it is 
legal, it will continue to be used by a small segment of the 
population to trap and torture animals. It is time to translate the 
sentiment against the leghold trap into the necessary political 
action that will outlaw this barbaric practice in the U.S. It 
won't be impossible—most civilized countries have already 
done so, and we can do it, too, but first we have to change our 
voting habits. 


There are a few reasons why, up until now, we 
haven't been able to deliver a block of votes the way 
that other special interest groups do. First, we don't vote 
only based on a politician's stand on animal legislation. 
How many Democrats among us would support a 
Republican candidate and vice versa? Party affiliation 
should be secondary, as should candidates’ positions on 
other issues, at least for the time being.

When neither of two opposing candidates will 
commit political suicide by tampering with Social Security, 
then retired people have the luxury of picking which candidate 
best represents their views on other issues. We should be able 
to do the same! 

Of course, there are many activists who don't vote or 
aren't even registered to vote because of their contempt for the 
system. That contempt is well-deserved. The system IS corrupt 
and so are most politicians. But by not using the system to 
advance our own goals, we are giving the opposition a clear 
field to advance theirs. So if both candidates for Congress are 
crooks (which is quite likely), vote for the one who supports 
the leghold trap ban. If neither supports the ban, vote for a 
Green candidate, write in Mickey Mouse, whatever, but let all 
the candidates know that you will use your vote, and that you 
will cast it based strictly on this one issue. When enough of us 
start doing this, we'll have come a long way towards becoming 
a force politicians can no longer ignore. 

Doing this actually starts long before election day. Right 
now, there is a bill (HR 1176) in the House of Representatives 
that would ban the leghold trap. Everyone who cares about 
animal liberation should call their congresspeople about it. Tell 
your representatives that you support the bill and you'd like to 
know their position on it--will they support it or not?

Goodwin, executive director of CAFT, along with a copy of 
the survey which shows 74 percent of the public to be opposed 
to the leghold trap. So, they should all be well-aware of this 
bill. Your job now is to follow-up and call them. 

To find out who your congresspeople are (and to find out 
how to register to vote), call your local League of Women 
Voters...and in November, use your vote! The system has been 
taking advantage of us and the animals long enough. It's time 
we take advantage of the system and use it to achieve animal 
liberation! 
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INFORMERS s TRAITORS 

In the last few months five activists-turned-informers have surfaced. As activists take more 
risks for the animals, the imperative for security increases. In this section we tackle the 
informer problem, offer strategies to combat it, and expose known informers. 


CHOOSING YOUR ’’FRIENDS” 

Those people involved with a direct action affinity group need 
to choose their ’’friends’' wisely. As our movement's history and 
recent events show, even A.L.E activists have informed on supposed 
comrades to save their own cowardly skin. So it can't be stressed 
enough how important it is to choose the members of your affinity 
group carefully and weed out those who are likely to confess to the 
authorities because of the threat of jail or family pressure. 

Unfortunately, there are no guarantees when picking members 
of your affinity group that they will not turn informer, however, 
below are helpful hints on how to improve your odds that they 
won’t: 

• DON’T WORK WITH PEOPLE WHO ARE NOT 
COMMITTED TO ANIMAL LIBERATION. There are some 
people who like the danger, excitement and importance that direct 
action can offer their otherwise boring and purposeless lives. But 
people who get involved with direct action for the ’’excitement” of it 
are the first to brag about their involvement or betray their comrades 
to get a better deal for themselves should they be arrested. 

• GET FIRST HAND EXPERIENCE WITH A POTENTIAL 
GROUP MEMBER BEFORE ASKING THEM TO JOIN 
YOUR AFFINITY GROUP. Don't let another group member’s 
"vouching" for a new recruit satisfy your concerns about them. 
People can be blind to their friend’s setbacks - setbacks which 
might make them unsuitable for direct action. You, as well as all the 
group members, should meet and socialize with potential recruits 
under normal circumstances before they are invited to participate. In 
this way, everyone can develop their own opinions on whether they 
will be able to trust and work with the new recruit 

• IDEALLY, YOU WILL HAVE WANTED TO KNOW 
MEMBERS OF YOUR AFFINITY GROUP FOR YEARS 
BEFORE WORKING WITH THEM ON SERIOUS DIRECT 
ACTION. 

• AVOID PEOPLE WHO ARE NEW TO THE MOVEMENT

What’s an 
Informer?

Informants are ACTIVISTS who 
^ive damag in g information to the 

authorities either unwittingly, for 
personal gain, or because of pressure 
put on them by the authorities. 

The unwitting informer is the 
activist who can't keep his/her mouth 
shut. If someone brags to you about 
what s/he's done, make sure this person 
never has any knowledge that can 
incriminate you, because sooner or 
later, the wrong person will hear of it. 
These activists don't mean to do harm, 
but the results of their bragging can be 
deadly. 

By the way, never criticize another 
activist for not doing enough. You don't 
know what that person may be doing 
quietly, and putting people on the 
defensive, where they feel compelled to 
justify themselves, creates a threat to 
security. 

Lastly, there is the activist who 
cracks under pressure and starts talking 
to save his/her own skin. Many activists 
get drawn into situations they are not 


able to handle, and some are so caught 
up in the "excitement" that they either 
don't realize what the consequences can 
be or they just don't think they'll ever 
have to face them. We are in a war, and 
wars have casualties. 

We have to know the possible 
consequences of every action we take 
and be prepared to deal with them. 
Someone who is easily influenced by 
his/her parents or dependent on them 
for support, is not a good candidate for 
actions, as they can be persuaded too 
easily to cooperate with the authorities. 
There is no shame in not being able to 
do an action because of responsibilities 
that make it impossible to do jail time. 
If others are depending on you for 
support or you aren't willing to lose 
your job or drop out of school, DON'T 
DO THE ACTION. 

Make certain that others in your 
affinity group are not in situations 
which may cause them to cooperate 
with the police or abandon their friends. 
Don't be afraid to talk about this. Ask 
hard questions, and if you aren't 
convinced that someone will be able to 
stay strong if the worst happens, then 
designate that person to do support. 
Make sure that those who go into battle 
with you are willing and able to take 
whatever comes, even if it means 
giving up their freedom--or even their 
Iives--for animal liberation. 


REMEMBER 
THE INNOCENT 

Never forget the in¬ 
former’s victims: Liber¬ 
ators, shot down by the 
poisoned tongue of a 
comrade they trusted, 
or the lies of a fellow 
activist. For it is these 
warriors who suffer the 
betrayal, the court case, 
the long jail sentence, 
the imprisonment, and 
the misery. 

To inform on a liber¬ 
ator is a double crime: 
one against the warrior, 
and the other against 
the animals who would 
have been saved had 
the warrior been free to 
act. 

Informers are trai¬ 
tors to the animals and 
the cause. 


Exposing Informers: 

Sorting the Rumors from the Reality

They are often blind to the potential serious consequences of 
their actions and therefore unable to deal with them should they get 
caught. The strength of their convictions in animal liberation haven't 
had time to be tested. And, finally, new people who want to get 
involved with established direct action groups could be agent plants. 
If they are that serious^ let them create their own affinity group. 

^ IDEALLY, YOU WANT PEOPLE WHO HAVE HAD A WIDE 
VARIETY OF FIRST HAND EXPERIENCE WITH THE 
POLICE. People whose first encounter with the police is being 
arrested on serious felony charges, often are not prepared for their 
tricks and lies and succumb to questioning, 

• ONLY WORK WITH PEOPLE WHO PRACTICE GOOD 
SECURITY (See the "Security Culture" article on page 5 of 
NC#6), People who brag about doing direct action or take other 
security risks* should not be allowed in your affinity group. 

^ AVOID PEOPLE WHO ARE VIOLENT OR INVOLVED 
WITH CRIMINAL ACTIVITY FOR PERSONAL GAIN. When 
charged with an unrelated crime, these people are quick to sell their 
affmity group down the river to get their charges dismissed or 


Exposing someone as an informer is not a task to be 
taken lightly. Bad-jacketing an activist - meaning wrongly 
accusing them of being an informer - is one of the worst 
things you can do to them. In fact, our enemies spread 
rumors and create "evidence" to bad-jacket good activists in 
an attempt to undermine their efforts for animal liberation. 

In some other movements, the punishment for 
informing is death. Thankfully, we are not a violent 
movement, but this does not mean that bad-jacketed activists 
do not suffer at our hands. It's frustrating, demoralizing and 
tiring to combat rumors, especially when made by fellow 
activists. Bad-jacketed activists often lose the cooperation of 
their comrades - and therefore some of their ability to 
create positive change for animals. Time and resources are 
diverted from animal liberation to fight the rumors and 
attempt to rebuild relationships. More often than not, serious 
infighting results and good activists drop out of the 
movement. 

The reason these damaging rumors get out of hand is 
because too many activists accept them at face value and 
spread them to their as.sociates, which only exacerbates the 


often over-looked part of the equation. As a movement of 
direct action activists constantly at odds with an unjust legal 
system, it is scary how willing we are to convict and 
sentence other activists without even giving them the chance 
to defend themselves. 

While Rod Coronado sat in jail because of his 
involvement with the A.L.F.'s Operation Bite Back 
campaign, damaging rumors about him — including some 
which suggested he informed on other activists — were 
circulated throughout the movement. These rumors spread 
for months before he even knew they existed. In fact, the 
first time he found out about them was when he received 
hate mail from other activists. The rumors and animosity 
towards him only served to further isolate and alienate one 
of the animals' most committed warriors. Thankfully, Rod 
was strong enough to withstand this persecution and 
continue the fight, but this is no way to thank someone who 
has sacrificed so much for the animals and we should be 
ashamed to have let it happen. 

So in an effort to prevent such problems in the future, it 
is vital that we confront the alleged offender with the

By the way, never criticize another 
activist for not doing enough. You don't 
know what that person may be doing 
quietly, and putting people on the 
defensive, where they feel compelled to 
justify themselves, creates a threat to 
security. 

Lastly, there is the activist who 
cracks under pressure and starts talking 
to save his/her own skin. Many activists 
get drawn into situations they are not 


Make certain that others in your 
affinity group are not in situations 
which may cause them to cooperate 
with the police or abandon their friends. 
Don't be afraid to talk about this. Ask 
hard questions, and if you aren't 
convinced that someone will be able to 
stay strong if the worst happens, then 
designate that person to do support. 
Make sure that those who go into battle 
with you are willing and able to take 
whatever comes, even if it means 
giving up their freedom-or even their 
lives-for animal liberation.

Exposing Informers: 

Sorting the Rumors from the Reality 
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• GET FIRST HAND EXPERIENCE WITH A POTENTIAL 
GROUP MEMBER BEFORE ASKING THEM TO JOIN 
YOUR AFFINITY GROUP. Don't let another group member's 
"vouching*' for a new recruit satisfy your concerns about them. 
People can be blind to their friend’s setbacks - setbacks which 
might make them unsuitable for direct aetion. You, a$ well as all the 
group members, should meet and socialize with potential recruits 
under normal cireumstanees before they are invited to participate. In 
this way, everyone can develop their own opinions on whether they 
will be able to trust and \vork with the new recruit 

- IDEALLY, YOU WILL HAVE WANTED TO KNOW 
MEMBERS OF YOUR AFFINITY GROUP FOR YEARS 
BEFORE WORKING WITH THEM ON SERIOUS DIRECT 
ACTION. 

• AVOID PEOPLE WHO ARE NEW TO THE MOVEMENT. 

They can be very energetic and passion^e* but they are a serious 
liability. They tend to be naive on security issues and handling the 
police. They are often blind to the potential serious consequences of 
their actions and therefore unable to deal with them should they get 
caught. The strength of their convictions in animal liberation haven't 
had time to be tested. And, finally, new people who want to get 
involved with established direct action groups could be agent plants. 
If they are that serious^ let them create their own affinity group. 

^ IDEALLY, YOU WANT PEOPLE WHO HAVE HAD A WIDE 
VARIETY OF FIRST HAND EXPERIENCE WITH THE 
POLICE. People whose first encounter with the police is being 
arrested on serious felony charges, often are not prepared for their 
tricks and lies and succumb to questioning. 

• ONLY WORK WITH PEOPLE WHO PRACTICE GOOD 
SECURITY <See the "Security Culture" article on page 5 of 
NC#6). People who brag about doing direct action or take other 
security riskSt should not be allowed in your affinity group. 

• AVOID PEOPLE WHO ARE VIOLENT OR INVOLVED 
WITH CRIMINAL ACTIVITY FOR PERSONAL GAIN. When 
charged with an unrelated crime, these people are quick to sell their 
affinity group down the river to get their charges dismissed or 
decrease their sentence. 

• VISUALIZE POTENTIAL GROUP MEMBERS GETTING 
CAUGHT. Imagine how they’d respond to interrogation, fear and 
pressure from the jail or their relatives, lawyers or friends. Would 
they be strong enough to bear it? What weaknesses do they have 
that the authorities could exploit? If it is not hard to see them 
making a statement In that situation, you don't want them as your 
comrade. 

• WHEN THE STAKES ARE HIGH - AS IT IS WITH MOST 
DIRECT ACTION - TRUST YOUR GUT. If you are 
uncomfortable with any potential cell member for any reason - 
don't work with them. PERIOD. It is better to work alone than with 
someone you don't trust. 


Exposing someone as an informer is not a task to be 
taken lightly. Bad-jacketing an activist - meaning wrongly 
accusing them of being an informer — is one of the worst 
things you can do to them. In fact, our enemies spread 
rumors and create "evidence" to bad-jacket good activists in 
an attempt to undermine their efforts for animal liberation. 

In some other movements, the punishment for 
informing is death. Thankfully, we are not a violent 
movement, but this does not mean that bad-jacketed activists 
do not suffer at our hands. It's frustrating, demoralizing and 
tiring to combat rumors, especially when made by fellow 
activists. Bad-jacketed activists often lose the cooperation of 
their comrades — and therefore some of their ability to 
create positive change for animals. Time and resources are 
diverted from animal liberation to fight the rumors and 
attempt to rebuild relationships. More often than not, serious 
infighting results and good activists drop out of the 
movement. 

The reason these damaging rumors get out of hand is 
because too many activists accept them at face value and 
spread them to their associates, which only exacerbates the 
problem to a point beyond repair. 

This is why we must all take personal responsibility to 
verify such rumors and determine their authenticity before 
we go and circulate the information to others. 

And how do we do this? First, we should find the 
source of the rumor. Where did the rumor originate? And 
what evidence does the source have to back up their claim? 
Too often the evidence is not evidence at all, but merely 
"hunches" or speculation. If that is the case, the person 
should be reprimanded for labeling someone an informer 
without hard evidence to back it up and efforts should be 
made to stop the rumor from spreading. 

However, if there is good, hard evidence against the 
alleged informer, the next step is to confront them and ask 
for their side of the story. This is a necessary, but all-too-

often over-looked part of the equation. As a movement of 
direct action activists constantly at odds with an unjust legal 
system, it is scary how willing we are to convict and 
sentence other activists without even giving them the chance 
to defend themselves. 

While Rod Coronado sat in jail because of his 
involvement with the A.L.F.'s Operation Bite Back 
campaign, damaging rumors about him — including some 
which suggested he informed on other activists — were 
circulated throughout the movement. These rumors spread 
for months before he even knew they existed. In fact, the 
first time he found out about them was when he received 
hate mail from other activists. The rumors and animosity 
towards him only served to further isolate and alienate one 
of the animals' most committed warriors. Thankfully, Rod 
was strong enough to withstand this persecution and 
continue the fight, but this is no way to thank someone who 
has sacrificed so much for the animals and we should be 
ashamed to have let it happen. 

So in an effort to prevent such problems in the future, it 
is vital that we confront the alleged offender with the 
evidence and allow them to defend themselves. 

In this issue of No Compromise, we confront some 
potential informers. For each of them we list the evidence 
against them and the response they gave us when we 
confronted them with the evidence. We include this article 
because exposing informers is serious business and we don't 
want people to start accusing others of being informers 
without hard evidence, as that too is dangerous business and 
unexcusable behavior. 

Finally, to give you practice in verifying rumors, we 
have provided the phone number and addresses of the 
informer. Because although we hope you trust the reporting 
at No Compromise, when it comes to the treacherous area of 
revealing informers, no source of information should be 
above question. 






HALL OF SHAME

Anne did 
not testify against the activist, because she 
feared for her own safety. The charges against 
the activist were dropped for a lack of 
evidence. However, in this conversation with 
her, which lasted over an hour, she tried to 
incriminate several other local activists. 
Ironically, the people she mentioned are the 
same people local authorities have had a 
major slander campaign against, yet have 
never arrested.

Once you find some high-caliber

INTERROGATION TECHNIQUES.

Such knowledge will prevent breaches of 
security and help activists recognize the 
police's lies. 

• GROUP MEMBERS SHOULD 
DISCUSS THEIR CONCERNS ABOUT 
BEING ARRESTED. Go to a safe, 
unmonitored place and have each member 
discuss their biggest concerns should they 
be arrested and Jail for 5 or 10 years. Would 
it be their fear of being beaten or raped in 
prison? Concern as to how they will support 
their children or animals? Or dealing with 
the condemnation and lack of support from 
friends and relatives? This discussion forces 
people to think realistically about the 
potential consequences of their actions and 
reevaluate their suitability for the task. 
Beware of those people who say they will 
have no problems should their arrest occur. 
They have probably not yet accepted the 
potential consequences of their actions or 
worse, are trying to impress other activists, 
in which case, their commitment is at best 
questionable. 

• CONDUCT A GROUP RITUAL OF

She 
said she has a tape recording of the interview 
he had with the authorities and all he says is, “1 
don’t know’’ and “I was not there.’’ 

NC asked for a copy of this tape and she 
said she would have to OK this through her 
lawyer. When we called her back to see if she 
got the approval, she expressed to us that she is 
unwilling to give us the alleged tape, and told 
us to never call there again. 

THE VERDICT: NC is in no rush to decide a 
verdict. We will send this paper to Mikey and 
allow him and his mother more time to 
respond or come forward with the alleged tape. 
Our main concern is that at least the situation 
as been aired and that both sides have had an 
opportunity to state their case. 

NC will keep you posted on further 
updates.

friends and relatives? This discussion forces 
people to think realistically about the 
potential consequences of their actions and 
reevaluate their suitability for the task. 
Beware of those people who say they will 
have no problems should their arrest occur. 
They have probably not yet accepted the 
potential consequences of their actions or 
worse^ are trying to impress other activists, 
in which case, their commitment is at best 
questionable. 

♦ CONDUCT A GROUP RITUAL OF 
SOLIDARITY- Invent a ritual to do that 
includes having each group member promise 
to every other member to never tell anyone 
outside of the group be they cops, friends 
or spouses -- of their actions. This sort of 
’’blood siblings” ritual helps people through 
a hard spot after an arrest. It also lets 
everyone involved know* in no uncertain 
terms, what is expected from them. 

* VISUALIZE YOUR ARREST. If you are 
arrested for animal liberation, be prepared 
for the consequences. People may run from 
you in fear or be warned away from you by 
rumors that are being spread about you. 
There may be misunderstandings, 
miscommunications, disappointments and 
pressure. Your relatives and friends may not 
support you. You may lose your job. You 
will be facing a trial and jail time. Lawyers 
will urge you to save your own skin at the 
expense of fellow activists. Meditate daily 
on your strength and how you will overcome 
these obstacles and be prepared to handle 
them, so that you can defeat them should 
these unwelcome problems ever arrive.

Five American Activists 
Charged with Canadian 
Fur Farm Raid 

Facing $3.5 Million Lawsuit

In the early morning hours of Sunday, March 30th, five Michigan animal 
rights activists were arrested for allegedly raiding a Canadian mink farm. 
According to media reports, 1,500 mink were released from Ebert's Fur Farm 
owned by Tom McLellan, fences were cut, and breeding cards were removed 
from the cages, effectively costing the fur farmer half a million dollars! 

It is believed that McLellan will collect this sum in insurance money but 
that he will not be insured again. Further, it is probable that this action has put 
him out of business for good! (The Earth Liberation Front took credit for a 
similar action at Ebert's Fur Farm two weeks earlier when 250 to 300 mink 
were released.) 

Those charged in the mink raid are Patricia Dodson, 48; Hilma Ruby, 59; 
Robyn Weiner, 25; Gary Yourofsky, 26; and Alan Hoffman, 47; all of whom 
live in Michigan. All are charged with breaking and entering and mischief. 
Robyn and Alan are also charged with possession of stolen property (breeding 
cards). Patricia is charged with possession of burglary tools. 

The five had several court hearings and several delays before they were 
finally released almost two weeks later, each on $10,0(X) bail. By this time, 
two of the defendants--Alan Hoffman and Robyn Weiner--had made 
damaging statements to the police which were read in court. Alan gave an 
alleged blow-by-blow account of everyone's actions (including the scouting 
out of farms in the U.S.), and Robyn's statement included the implication of 
one of the other activists in a previous raid. 

Robyn claims her informing was in the best interests of everyone. 
However, her co-defendant's legal cases have been seriously compromised by 
her statements, and it has left them feeling betrayed. If Robyn was seriously 
concerned about her co-defendant's interests, she would have consulted them 
first and got their approval before taking such drastic action. But the fact is 
that her statements are damaging and statements such as hers cannot be 
tolerated within a direct action movement. The same words hold true for 
Allen who has also cooperated with the authorities. 

Robyn has pled guilty to the charges and waived her right to a trial. She 
has made a deal with the prosecution and it is expected that she will be 
sentenced by June 13, when the others return to court. 

All five returned to court in Chatham, Ontario, three weeks later, where 
they were served with a $3.5 million civil suit by Ebert's Fur Farms, Inc. The 
owners of the farm are seeking: 

•$2,000,000 in general damages 

•$1,000,(XX) in specific damages 

•$5(X),000 in punitive damages 

•legal costs.

The Story of Carol and Dari’s Arrest 


By Dari Fuller 

NEW YORK CITY - On Tuesday, April 
10th at 4 a.m., Carol Mehaffy and myself were 
walking down 9th St. (I think it was 9th) of 
NYC. I felt a tap on my shoulder. As I turned 
around I was thrown to the ground and jumped 
on by a man who my right arm across my neck 
and knelt on my arm, effectively putting me in 
a choke hold. I later realized this was a 
Guardian Angel. For those not familiar, they 
are a group of vigilantes who supposedly are 
there to protect the people (but now apparently 
work as unpaid security guards for large 
corporations) and are supposed to witness 
crime and call it in to police (but now 
apparently just beat people up). 

Another guy, in a camo jacket, went after 
Carol. She was also forced to the ground and 
has a nice collection of bruises to show for it. 

The cops arrived after the Guardian Angel 
radioed them — about 12 cars I'd say - filled 
the whole block. One came over and the GA 
got off me. The cop told me to roll over, I did, 
and was cuffed. They started asking me 
questions to which I responded "no comment". 
One said, "What do you think this is, the 
French Connection?" 

Finally 1 got put in the car along with 
Carol and driven to the station. The asked 
more questions, and I told them that once back 
to the station I'd give them info they needed 
for the report, and anything besides that would 
be "no comment." 

According to the police, here's what 
happened: The Guardian Angels observed us 
walking down the sidewalk by Kenny Rogers 
Roasters. They say they observed me pull 
something from my waistband and point it at 
the windows. After we left they approached 
and found all the windows broken. I overheard 
a cop say it was about $3000 in damages. They 
claim the weapon was a BB gun, found on me, 
which the GA who tackled me claims I pointed 
at him. They also recovered 3 BB's from the 
scene, two on the sidewalk and one in the 
building. Once back to the station I gave the 

necessary info to the desk officer. They then

just stick a bullshit charge on them, like 
'Menacing' or something. 

Eventually I was taken upstairs for 
questioning. They put me in a room with three 
detectives. I told them straight off that I gave 
the info they needed to fill out the report and 
everything else would be "no comment." They 
each lectured me for a long time. Periodically 
they asked me if I was ready to talk, and 1 
replied, "no comment." 

Throughout the whole thing I looked 
straight into the eyes of the detective talking to 
me. This seemed to disturb them a lot, as they 
couldn't look back for long before having to 
turn away, especially when they were lying. 
Eventually they read me my rights too. 

Here are some of the things I remember 
them saying: 

• This is your only chance to help yourself. 

• We're not out to get you, we're here to help 
you out. 

• We don't want to see you locked up, we want 
to give you a chance here. 

• Just out of curiosity, how many people are in 
the group? 

• I have a kid your age, and I'd hate to see him 
in trouble like this, so I wanna help you out. 

• You're not only facing these charges, but 
we've got all these other incidents that 
happened that we can pin on you, here's others 
from Kenny's (dropping forms in front of me), 
we've also got others from other locations, and 
that's just our district, we're contacting all the 
other districts to get more.

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Discipline in the Trenches

Have you ever been arrested at a nonviolent protest for animal liberation? If so, read on. 
You have become a part of history, a history rich in nonviolent protest actions dating back 
to the Boston tea party, Harriet Tubman's underground railroad, Henry David Thoreau's refusal 
to pay war taxes, the suffragette movement, the labor movement, and Mohandas Gandhi’s 
campaign for Indian independence from the British Empire. 

Being a part of history takes responsibility, and that responsibility is all about discipline. 
All militant forces have discipline. If we do not have the resources to set up animal liberation 
boot camps or visit them overseas, then we have to develop a strong sense of self-discipline to 
combat the forces working against our efforts toward animal liberation. 

Why Discipline? In addition to being arrested at organized protests, one by one, outside of 
the usual protest situation, we are being brought in by the authorities to be questioned, 
railroaded, harassed, threatened, and set-up. Seemingly unimportant encounters with the police 
have resulted in fellow comrades being hauled in for questioning, their homes raided, their 
computers and files taken, and more. We must be prepared for this assault BEFORE it comes. 

Discipline will prevent fear, loneliness, isolation, and insecurity from taking over and 
causing us additional stress that can lead to tragedy for the structure of our animal rights 
militia. 

DISCIPLINE IN TEN EASY STEPS: 

1. Acknowledge and come to terms with the reasons you are in this movement. If these 
reasons stem from some unresolved conflict with authority, forget it and move on. The animal 
rights militia needs people committed to animals and to other activists within their cell or 
affinity group. (Affinity groups are self-sufficient support units of 5 to 15 people who work 
together toward a common goal. Whether or not you are planning to do civil disobedience, it is 
important to either form an affinity group or join an already existing one. Affinity groups serve 
as a source of support and solidarity for their members.) 

2. Make a pact with your affinity or cell group. For example, my cell knows that I would 
never say anything that would incriminate any of them, no matter what. I also trust them to the 
same extent. This trust was built over many years. DO NOT TRUST ANYONE JUST 
BECAUSE THEY ARE WILLING TO DO CERTAIN THINGS. 

3. If you are participating in a covert action, make your plan as foolproof as possible, hut 
never think for a moment that you will not be caught. If you are caught, stay calm. Keep 
silent. Be prepared to rot in jail, but take comlort in knowing we are out here supporting you 
and your efforts. Prisons are not hotels. They can be hell holes and you might be harmed in 
one. Are you ready for this? If not, don't do anything that might land you in one. 

4. Develop the ability to keep silent-in every circumstance. If you have an overwhelming 
desire to tell people what you have done, then you will eventually volunteer information to the 
police. They are trained to get information from people who don't speak. What chance do you 
stand? If you know someone like this, do not get involved with this person, period. 

5. If you are arrested, be prepared to be separated and told lies by the police. Lies like: 
"All of your friends have bailed out," "So-and-so is cooperating," "We are keeping you 
longer," etc. These lies are intended to make you feel isolated and angry—angry enough to turn 
on the people who you think have turned on you. DO NOT BELIEVE THE POLICE! Have the 
discipline to handle the separation and take comfort in knowing that there are people 
supporting you on the outside. If someone has turned on you, deal with it. Do not make it 
worse. 

6. Plan as much as possible. Before you participate in an action that might lead to an arrest, 
make sure that your life is in order. Make sure you understand the arrest procedure. Attend as 
many CD training classes that you can. Discipline falls apart when we are pressured to do 
something we are not prepared for. All our actions have consequences. If you follow the No 






and knelt on my arm, effectively putting me in 
a choke hold. I later realized this was a 
Guardian Angel. For those not familiar, they 
are a group of vigilantes who supposedly are 
there to protect the people (but now apparently 
work as unpaid security guards for large 
corporations) and are supposed to witness 
crime and call it in to police (but now 
apparently just beat people up). 

Another guy, in a camo jacket, went after 
Carol. She was also forced to the ground and 
has a nice collection of bruises to show for it. 

The cops arrived after the Guardian Angel 
radioed them - about 12 cars I'd say - filled 
the whole block. One came over and the GA 
got off me. The cop told me to roll over, I did, 
and was cuffed. They started asking me 
questions to which I responded "no comment". 
One said, "What do you think this is, the 
French Connection?" 

Finally I got put in the car along with 
Carol and driven to the station. The asked 
more questions, and I told them that once back 
to the station I'd give them info they needed 
for the report, and anything besides that would 
be "no comment." 

According to the police, here's what 
happened: The Guardian Angels observed us 
walking down the sidewalk by Kenny Rogers 
Roasters. They say they observed me pull 
something from my waistband and point it at 
the windows. After we left they approached 
and found all the windows broken. I overheard 
a cop say it was about $3000 in damages. They 
claim the weapon was a BB gun, found on me, 
which the GA who tackled me claims I pointed 
at him. They also recovered 3 BB's from the 
scene, two on the sidewalk and one in the 
building. Once back to the station I gave the 
necessary info to the desk officer. They then 
took a number of Polaroid's and our prints. 

THE INTERROGATIONS BEGIN 

Once in a while various cops would come 
in the room and try to question me. I kept 
answering "no comment.". A lady cop kept 
asking me where my car was. They kept saying 
it would be towed if it was left where it was 
and that they wanted to move it to a safe place 
for me. (For those who don't get it, they 
wanted to search my car.) She said, am I going 
to have to try your keys in every car in the area 
(keep in mind it's Manhattan, and there's 1000 
cars in their district alone). I told her to feel 
free. After one set of "no comments" she said, 
"Why do you sound just like Carol?" I said, 
"No comment". 

She though for a minute and added, "Oh, I 
mean, like Carol used to sound." At this point 1 
broke down and laughed in her face. You 
always read about them trying to do that - say 


they asked me if 1 was ready to talk, and 1 
replied, "no comment." 

Throughout the whole thing 1 looked 
straight into the eyes of the detective talking to 
me. This seemed to disturb them a lot, as they 
couldn't look back for long before having to 
turn away, especially when they were lying. 
Eventually they read me my rights too. 

Here are some of the things 1 remember 
them saying: 

• This is your only chance to help yourself. 

• We're not out to get you, we're here to help 
you out. 

• We don't want to see you locked up, we want 
to give you a chance here. 

• Just out of curiosity, how many people are in 
the group? 

• 1 have a kid your age, and I'd hate to see him 
in trouble like this, so 1 wanna help you out. 

• You're not only facing these charges, but 
we've got all these other incidents that 
happened that we can pin on you, here's others 
from Kenny's (dropping forms in front of me), 
we've also got others from other locations, and 
that's just our district, we're contacting all the 
other districts to get more.

Activists who jump 
in for the fun or the thrill of the moment, might not be able to follow through on what others 
can do and this can lead to infighting and bitterness between activists. 

7. Recognize that the best laid plans can fall apart at the last minute. Be strong. Have a 
plan B, C, D, etc. Or have a fall-back position, even if it is just knowing the plan can fall 
through. Be calm and resist causing additional stress by blaming it on someone or complaining 
about why the plan failed. The time to do an evaluation is later. Nothing is guaranteed. 

8. If you are the only one arrested, be prepared to go it alone. If you were part of a larger 
group and everyone else has been released, stay strong in the knowledge that you will be out 
soon and things are not what they appear. Do not do or say anything you might regret later. 
Keep silent. 

9. If the FBI, local police, or any other agency comes knocking at your door, do not let 
them in without a warrant. Do not speak to them on the phone either. Call Larry Weiss at 
(707) 576-1415. Preserve your right to privacy. 

10. Learn more about what the government, private industry, and large PR firms are 
doing to destroy the animal liberation movement. Be aware of the tactics that have lead to 
other movements falling apart.

The Animal Liberation Front carries out nonviolent direct action against 
animal abuse by rescuing animals and causing financial loss, usually 
through the damage and destruction of property, to animal abusers. A.L.F. 
actions are illegal and therefore activists work anonymously, either 
individually or in groups, and do not have any centralized organization or 
address. 

TO liberate animals from places of abuse, e.g., laboratories, factory farms, 
fur farms, etc., and place them in good homes where they may live out their 
natural lives, free from suffering. 

TO inflict economic damage to those who profit from the misery and 
exploitation of animals. 

TO reveal the horror and atrocities committed against animals behind locked 
doors, by performing nonviolent direct actions and liberations. 

TO take all necessary precautions against harming any animal, human and 
non-human. 

Any group of people who are vegetarians or vegans and who 
carry out actions according to A.L.F. guidelines 
have the right to regard themselves as part of the A.L.F.

ROBINSON SCOTT TIMBER SALE

On March 14 the Robinson Scott 
Clearcut area near the McKenzie was 
chosen as the site of the first in a 
series of solidarity actions between 
The Animal Liberation Front and the 
Earth Liberation Front.

By the beginning of the 
Victorian period, animal protection groups were starting to 
emerge, groups like the Society for Preventing Wanton Cruelty 
to Brute Animals, the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals (later to be known as the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals) and the Animals' Friend 
Society, among others. These new groups promoted kindness to 
animals. 

By the start of the twentieth century, specific anti- 
bloodsports groups with names such as the League for the 
Prohibition of Cruel Sports, the National Society for the 
Abolition of Cruel Sports and the League against Cruel Sports, 
had been formed. Yet, despite all these groups actively 
campaigning against bloodsports, they remained legal. Even 
now, in the 1990's, with the overwhelming majority of British 
people opposed to hunting with hounds, hunting remains legal. 

Recognizing that Parliamentary campaigning would not 
achieve the abolition of bloodsports, John Prestidge founded 
the Hunt Saboteurs Association (HSA) in 1963. The HSA was 


the first group specifically dedicated to using non-violent direct 
action means to save the lives of hunted animals - methods that 
have been proven to work and continue to work to this day. 

Since the formation of the HSA, Britain and countries 
across the world have seen the creation of a number of animal 
and earth liberation direct action "groups" whose tactics range 
from disruption and civil disobedience, as with the HSA and 
Earth First!, right the way through to animal rescues and 
criminal damage actions, such as those carried out by the 
Animal Liberation Front and the Earth Liberation Front. 

Because of the success of these types of groups, many 
people have been drawn to direct action. For example, in 1980, 
Earth First! was born in America. Today, there are Earth First! 
activists across the world with official contacts not only in 
America, but also in Australia, Canada, Ireland, England, 
Finland, France, Germany, India, Philippines, Poland, Russia, 
Scotland, Slovakia, Spain, Sweden and Ukraine. 

Anyone who engages in direct action, even if it's just a 
simple picket, runs the risk of arrest and imprisonment. In 
Scotland, an Earth First! activist was remanded to prison for a 
month for shouting "Shame" as they felled some trees. 
(Shouting "shame" is illegal in Britain as its intended to insult.) 
In America, three animal liberation activists were jailed for 
three months for picketing a fur store. 1, myself, am currently 


on police bail charged with Conspiracy to Incite Criminal 
Damage because 1 write about animal/earth liberation direct 
action. I face a possible ten year sentence for WRITING about 
direct action! 

Being arrested is a frightening and isolating experience. 
Suddenly, you're not in control of your life, you imagine the 
worst and this is when you need support the most. After my 
first arrest, in just four days, 1 lost over a stone in weight due to 
stress. 

As members of the animal and earth liberation movement, 
it is vital we support those people who have been jailed for 
acting on their beliefs. Whether we agree with their action or 
not does not matter. What does matter is that we recognize that 
their motive was to abolish animal suffering and/or prevent the 
destruction of the planet. 

The jailed Eco-Warrior has acted where others have only 
talked. They deserve all the support we can give them. As a 
movement we cannot expect people to carry out direct action if 
we then, don't support the activist if caught. 

To support a jailed Eco-Warrior, there are a number of 
things you can do. First, and most simply, write a letter of 
support to the activist. Write a little bit about yourself. Tell the 
activist any news you think might be of interest. HOWEVER, 
REMEMBER ALL LETTERS TO PRISONERS ARE READ 
BY THE AUTHORITIES. DON’T SAY ANYTHING TO A 
PRISONER YOU WOULDN’T SAY TO A COPPER’S FACE. 

When you first write a letter to a prisoner, one of the 
initial problems is knowing what to say. With my first ever 
letter of support to a prisoner, I was terrified 1 would bore the 
prisoner. YOUR LETTER WON’T BORE THE PRISONER. 
Prisoners love getting letters and appreciate the fact you wrote. 
Even if the prisoner doesn't reply to your letter, it is NOT 
because they didn't appreciate the letter. It's because they might 
be restricted with the number of letters they can send out and

obviously want to keep their letter writing quota for writing to 
family and old friends. It is a great buzz for anyone to know 
they've got support. But, remember the prisoners aren't cartoon 
superheroes. They are ordinary people who just happened to 
have acted on their beliefs. So, write to prisoners and befriend 
them. 

Another way you can help is by circulating prisoner lists 
yourself. Tell your friends about anyone who has been recently 
jailed and encourage them to write letters of support. If you 
publish your own newsletter, include a reminder about the 
prisoners and, either list all the prisoners’ names and addresses 
or, give a contact address (such as the North American Animal 
Liberation Front Supporters Group) where people can find out 
details themselves. 

The third way to help is to assist in tracking down new 
prisoners and to let the appropriate people know about a 
person's arrest so others can be informed. Back in October 
1995, animal liberation activists set fire to a barn in Devon, 
England to protest live animal exports. On November 11, 1995, 
Devon police arrested Darren Cole, charging him with the 
arson. On December 11, 1995, Darren was remanded into 
custody. At the time of his remanding, Darren did not know 
about the Animal Liberation Front Supporters Group (ALFSG). 
Nor did the ALFSG know about him. Darren could have easily 
spent his entire time in prison without receiving any support. If 
it hadn't been for the dedication of one A.L.F. supporter, he 
very well could have. 

On December 11, 1995, the Devon local TV news 
announced that Darren had been remanded for the arson. 
Listening to the news was "Jevon." As soon as "Jevon" heard 


the news, he did everything he could to find out where Darren 
had been remanded. He even visited the courts that had 
remanded Darren to find out where he had been sent. Then, as 
soon as he knew where Darren was, he wrote a letter to both 
Darren and the ALFSG telling them about each other. Thanks 
to "Jevon," less than one week after Darren had been remanded, 
his name and address were circulated by both the ALt^SG and 
Earth Liberation Prisoners Support Network (ELP). People 
WERE informed of Darren's imprisonment. People DID write 
to Darren. People DID visit Darren and, basically, he DID get 
the support he deserved. 

If YOU hear of a person who was arrested, it's vital that 
YOU do everything YOU can to make sure the prisoner gets 
the support deserved. Even if the prisoner does know about the 
ALFSG and/or ELP, the prisoner will really appreciate what 
you have done on his or her behalf. And, as for the various 
prisoner support networks, they would much rather be told 
about the same prisoner twenty times than not at all. 

Supporting prisoners is a vital activity for people involved 
with animal/earth liberation. If there wasn't any support, it 
would not stop the actions from going ahead but, if there is 
support, it makes prison life a lot easier for those unlucky 
enough to be caught.

Computers, Files, and More Confiscated 


Government harassment is still alive and 
well in Canada these days. Activists in British 
Columbia report covert and overt surveillance 
including having their homes and vehicles 
bugged, being followed regularly by 
plainclothed cops and, most recently, having 
their homes raided by the feds. Darren 
Thurston and David Barbarash, both convicted 
of and having served prison time for A.L.F. - 
related "crimes" 5 years ago have been the 
focus of much of this attention as of late. 

Of course, given their history, these 
courageous warriors are an easy target for 
stupid cops who apparently have no other 
leads in their attempt to solve these "crimes".

VANCOUVER, B.C. -One day, while 
cleaning Gina's truck, I noticed a black metal 
box shoved way under the dashboard on the 
passenger side. Thinking that it was more than 
a little strange, I pulled it out partially and took 
a closer look. It looked strange - it had stickers 
with serial numbers and connectors with 
several wires coming out of it. It was an audio 
transmitter, a bug. Although I didn't know who 
had placed it there, 1 could take several 
guesses at who might want to. Assuming that if 
there was a bug in the truck, there sure had to 
be one in the house as well, that night 1 looked 
around our home doing a fairly intense search 
of everything. 


exterminating bugs 

At 3 a.m. 1 found it, hidden in our furnace 
room (which is located right off of our living 
room). 1 noticed some strange looking small 
gray wires that were shoved way up beside a 
pipe, in a hole of the ceiling along with some 
insulation. 1 pulled them out further to take a 
look. And, hmm... it looked pretty strange, the 
first thing 1 saw was a BC-Telephone pager 
that had a wire running through it to a circuit 
board - definitely not your normal home 
electrical wiring. 

We contacted several lawyers to find out 
what the legalities of removing electronic 
surveillance equipment were. We did not know 
whom had placed the device, be it private 
investigators hired by the fur (or other) 
corporate industry slimeballs, law enforcement 
or national intelligence. Legal or illegal? Both 
transrnitters were removed, taken apart to be 
inspected and photographed. Again, several 
lawyers' opinions were solicited on the next 
course of action to be taken. After reviewing 
the options, it was decided to do nothing and 
keep the devices secured in a locked filing 
cabinet. 

(In hindsight, the above course of action - 
to remove listening devices - could quite likely 
mean the next course of action for the cops 
will be house raids. Activists take note!) 

FISHING EXPEDITIONS 

Three days later, having been burned for 
their surveillance bugs, the National Security 
Investigations Section (NSIS) of the Royal 



Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) 
carried out several raids in western 
Canada. Thursday morning, March 
20, the RCMP served search 
warrants at 5 locations; Mine and 
Gina's house, David's house, David's 
storage locker, David's partner's 
house and my mother's house. Four 
of the searches were carried out 
simultaneously in Vancouver and 
North Vancouver, British Columbia 
while the fifth in Edmonton, Alberta 
was carried out later that evening. 
An estimated 30 plainclothes RCMP 
officers were involved in the 
searches. 

The search warrants indicated 
that they were investigating 21 
counts of intent to cause bodily harm 
(regarding Justice Department razor 
blade letters sent to big-game guide 
outfitters in January of '96) and 4 
counts of attempted murder 
(regarding mail bombs sent to three 
racist leaders and a cattle genetics 
company in May, June and July of 
'95). 

entering & THEFT 

The warrants allowed for the 
seizure of items allegedly relating to 
those alleged crimes such as 
unspecified computers (and all 
relevant equipment), modems, 
software (programs and 
instructions), hardware used to 
create bomb components such as 
timers, batteries explosive material, 
etc., dark items of clothing 
(including threads and fibers), razor 
blades, utility knives, envelopes, 
tape, keys and instruction manuals 
for operating any computer 
equipment seized. It also listed the 
electronic surveillance devices by 
serial number in the search warrants 
under the list of items to be seized 
(which is supposed to be a list only 
of items connected to alleged

It looked strange - it had stickers 
with serial numbers and connectors with 
several wires coming out of it. It was an audio 
transmitter, a bug. Although 1 didn't know who 
had placed it there, I could take several 
guesses at who might want to. Assuming that if 
there was a bug in the truck, there sure had to 
be one in the house as well, that night I looked 
around our home doing a fairly intense search 
of everything. 


And, hmm... it looked pretty strange, the 
first thing I saw was a BC-Telephone pager 
that had a wire running through it to a circuit 
board - definitely not your normal home 
electrical wiring. 

We contacted several lawyers to find out 
what the legalities of removing electronic 
surveillance equipment were. We did not know 
whom had placed the device, be it private 
investigators hired by the fur (or other) 
corporate industry slimeballs, law enforcement 
or national intelligence. Legal or illegal? Both 
transmitters were removed, taken apart to be 
inspected and photographed. Again, several 
lawyers' opinions were solicited on the next 
course of action to be taken. After reviewing 
the options, it was decided to do nothing and 
keep the devices secured in a locked filing 
cabinet. 

(In hindsight, the above course of action - 
to remove listening devices - could quite likely 
mean the next course of action for the cops 
will be house raids. Activists take note!)

On the box and cell phone were serial numbers and a phone number. Speculation is that 
the number could be called and reception would be obtained (after entering a touch tone code), 
at any time, even when the ignition was off. The use of a modified cell phone leads to further 
speculation about the possibilities of the bug being doubly used as a tracking device, since cell 
phones can leave traces of which area they are being used in. 

Later the next bug was found in the home of Darren and Gina. Shoved up into the roof of 
their basement suite, behind a piece of celling drywall cut out and screwed back In place, was a 
massive battery pack consisting of twenty-four D cells wrapped In electrical and duct tape. 
Connected to it was a circuit board 1 1/4" by 2 1/4" wrapped In soft plastic and connected to that 
was a pager (for turning it on and off remotely). Also connected by a wire to the circuit board 
was a flat black plastic covered box 2 1/8" by 1 1/4" wide. 

On one end, attached to a gold connector, was a long black flexible antenna measuring 5 
1/4" long. Also coming out of the box were the microphones - two grey wires that each ended in 
tiny (1/2" long by 1/8" wide and 1/16" thick) clear plastic pieces, one labeled 'R' and the other 'L'. 
The microphones were hidden above the drywall and stuck to a pipe which came out of the 
furnace room and into the living room running a few Inches below the ceiling. The metal pipe 
would make a good conductor of sound. There were serial numbers and a pager number on this 
device as well.

Don't Lie to Feds

Dear Friends: 

I recently came across No Compromise, 
October 1996 issue and was greatly impressed 
with the quality of your publication. 

However, I would like to offer one 
correction: on pg. 18 in your article " Security: 
Protecting Ourselves From Government 
Harassment" you advise your readers to tell 
law enforcement officials "I don't know 
anything about that, and even if I did, I 
wouldn't tell you." 

While your intentions may have been 
good, your advice is very dangerous. Title 18 
U.S. Code 1001 makes it a felony to give false 
statements to any federal law enforcement 
agent. The penalty is a fine of not more than 
$10,000 or imprisonment for not more than 
five years or both. 

If it can be proved to a jury or court at a 
later date within the statute of limitation for 
federal crimes (five years for most crimes) that 
in fact the party did "know something" the 
party can be prosecuted and convicted. 
Moreover, the phrase "and even if 1 did 1 
wouldn't tell you," could be considered a sign 
of guilt by a Jury (or court if a non-jury bench 
trial). 

The best advice is only two short 
statements: 1) "I don't wish to speak with you" 
and/or 2) "Speak to my attorney." That's it - 
nothing more. 

On another point, I suggest that you 
inform your readers that they should use the 
Federal Freedom of Information Act and 
analogous state laws, eg. Public Records Act 
(California), Freedom of Information Law - 
(N.Y.S.), etc. to obtain identities of law 
enforcement officers who assault citizens in 
any shape, form or manner.

Why does manipulative hype prevail over 
common sense and investigative inquiries? 
During my ten days of incarceration in 
Chatham, Ontario, four were spent in front of 
Justice of the Peace Elaine Babcock for a bail 
hearing. Then, on my request, my lawyer 
asked the owners of Ebert's Animal 
Concentration Camp to provide proof of the 
purported 400 dead mink. They were asked to 
do so by either bringing in photos, dead 
bodies, or testifying under oath. Then, 
surprisingly, the death toll quickly descended 
from 400 to 300 to 200 to 100 to 20. And, even 
though 20 deaths are unfortunate, 20 squirrels, 
raccoons, and opossums collectively die in a 
certain location on any given night from 
unnatural causes. 

It's thoroughly amusing that the media 
and a majority of society get so angry when 
enslaved, tortured animals are liberated. Yet, 
they don't get upset when enslaved, tortured 
animals spend their pathetic lives [breathing in 
fumes from] their own excrement, gassed, or 
anally electrocuted. 

Let me clarify a few issues. Mink are wild 
animals. And no amount of genetic altering or 
breeding can take away their instinctive, 
survival genes. Plus, mink do not get 
pneumonia running freely through a field. 
Actually, owners of mink farms get pneumonia 
seeing their profits running freely through a 
field. According to the Chatham court, these 
are the official numbers on the mink: 1,500 
released; 1,000 captured; 480 escaped; and 20 
dead from cars (most likely those of the farm 
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with the quality of your publication. 

However, 1 would like to offer one 
correction: on pg.

Public Records Act 
(California), Freedom of Information Law - 
(N.Y.S.), etc. to obtain identities of law 
enforcement officers who assault citizens in 
any shape, form or manner.

For instance, why is it a crime 
punishable by up to two years in prison for 
freeing tortured and enslaved animals, but it's 
not a crime to torture, enslave, and brutally 
murder animals? Moreover, why do property 
rights supersede the right to life and freedom? 

Furthermore, it's disgraceful that true 
animal rights humanitarians, who fight all 
forms of injustice and inequity, were described 
as terrorists.

Will they survive once 
they are released if the land and water are polluted to the extent 
that people in the area are experiencing physical deformities 
and have low sperm counts? How about the animals who 
presently run free? Do they have tumors due to the chemical 
war being waged against the environment? Can they survive as 
roads are cleared for timber companies, opening greater access 
for hunters, snowmobilers and other terrorists to nature and 
animals? It is important that we, as defenders of non-human 
animals, consider these questions as we make choices in our 
lives everyday. 

One of the greatest threats to all species is the timber 
industry. In the last 20 years, 296 million acres have been 
destroyed at their discretion around the world. And, often as a 
direct result, 27,000 species of life jiave gone extinct each year 
(Hawken, The Ecology of Commerce). The timber industry uses 
powerful machinery to tear up trees, leaving little cover for the 
native animals and taking no heed of their presence as they 
destroy. 

Once the land has been cleared, leaving a landscape of 
mud, twisted stumps, and a few mangled trees, the industry 
often sets to work at replanting the area with the tree species of 
their choice. Not only do they plant seedlings of one kind, all in 
rows, but they spray herbicides on the seedlings to ensure their 
survival and the chemical destruction of "unwanted" plants. 
These poisons are not only detrimental to the recreation of a 
natural habitat, but they are deadly for the animals trying to 
survive in what little is left. 

As a final blow, timber companies often spray pesticides 
as well. Not only does this kill a targeted population of insects, 
but it also poisons other residents of that habitat, as well as 
predators to the insects and animals downstream from the 
spraying. 


comeback in industry worldwide. Unlike the United States, 
many countries have legalized the growing of industrial hemp, 
a sub-species related to marijuana but not hallucinogenic. There 
have been many important discoveries of uses for hemp, one of 
which is paper. ^ 

The benefits of hemp, which as ah alternative to timber 
fibers are also benefits for animals, are many. For one things 
hemp is an annual plant. This means that it will grow in one 
year rather than taking the 40 plus years that trees need to reach 
the size required by the timber industry. Hemp is also very 
sturdy and can grow almost anywhere in this country, as well as 
much of Canada. It does not require fertilizers or pesticides and 
leaves the soil enriched, rather than depleted of, nutrients. 
Hemp is the strongest existing natural fiber and makes very 
nice paper and other products. 

Another alternative is 100 percent post-consumer waste 
paper. This is paper derived from fibers in things recycled by 
the public. Using post-consumer waste paper keeps reusable 
items out of landfills, which are rapidly taking up habitat, and 
reduces the need for virgin wood fibers confiscated from the 
Earth by timber companies. The difference between post¬ 
consumer waste and other recycled paper is that most non-post¬ 
consumer waste paper comes from other industries and is often 
unnecessary waste in the first place. In this way, companies end 
up making a profit on the waste they produce. Using 
unbleached, post-consumer waste paper has a greater positive 
impact for the environment and animals than does depending 
on industries’ waste, "recycled" paper. 

There are many other alternative paper fibers, including 
kenaf, agricultural wastes (e.g., straw), cotton (use only organic 
cotton because large quantities of pesticides are applied 
otherwise), flax and bamboo. Some are better than others, but 
all are important alternatives to the timber industry's destruction 
of the Earth. 

Although choosing these fibers may seem more expensive, 
mostly due to the fact that the timber industry is heavily 
subsidized by our tax dollars, it is important to keep in mind the 
costs of not choosing alternatives. The animals we save need a 
safe and clean place to live. Like being vegan, making the 
choice to use these alternatives can become a daily habit that 
truly makes a difference for animals. At the very least, use 
recycled paper with a high percentage of post-consumer waste 
and that is not chlorine bleached.

As always, I have a few 
comments which I offer in the spirit of love and dialogue. 

I am writing this on a jailhouse typewriter, so please 
forgive me if my thoughts are a bit disjointed. I am spoiled by 
technology. 

Jerry Vlasak's piece on using the court system to our 
advantage is superb. I am especially pleased by his tone: Jail is 
not the end of the world. In fact, I might add, all of us who 
engage in illegal activity on occasion should expect jail, 
prepare for jail, and not feel sorry for ourselves when, in fact, 
we find ourselves there. 

With that thought comes, I believe, some serious 
responsibility on the part of activists who engage in civil 
disobedience and direct action: Prepare yourself. Don't do 
actions until you truly understand the repercussions. If you can, 
attend some trials (esp. civil disobedience trials, but any will 
do). Acquaint yourself with the basic injustices of our injustice 
system. Do some c.d. before you do direct action, to assure 
yourself that you truly understand what a longer sentence might 
feel like. 

Seriously consider your stance on getting caught. Dr. 
Vlasak suggests that one should "never hire or use an attorney." 
Figure out if you agree. Make certain that all in your cell agree 
on this point. 

It seems to me that there should be no "rules" for how 
animal rights people do jail, conduct their trials, etc. Internecine 
battles aren't helpful, and have already wounded our movement. 
We shouldn't also, create gurus whose words and views we hold 
sacred. All of us have complete and direct responsibility to 
know why we're acting, and to act with conviction and without 
impulsiveness which we might later regret. We should, within 
our cells, make decisions which all within the cell can agree to, 
and some of us may have to agree to something which we 
might not like (e.g. having or not having legal representation. It 
looks silly to have some in a group pro se and some with 
attorneys, e.g. bail solidarity. Again, if one person plans to stay 
in, all should stay in, unless the reasons are simply too 
overwhelming, in which case all should consider bailing our).

If you have nothing to hide and have no information about 
underground animal liberation activities, what is the danger in 
talking to an investigator? One important thing to remember is 
that anytime you agree to talk to one of these agents of 
repression, what you actually say and what they say you said 
can be completely different things. Your statements can be 
misconstrued, distorted, exaggerated or downright fabricated. It 
you refuse to talk at all, the chances of this happening are less. 
The best scenario is to have a lawyer (Larry Weiss!) to act as a 
go-between, because if investigators ever allege that you said 
something, it is better if you can say that their allegations are 
impossible because you do all of your dealings through your 
lawyer. 

My father is a federal prosecutor and as far as he is 
concerned, he would like to see all A.L.F. activists behind bars. 
Yet when he heard about the Utah firebombing, he specifically 
told me not to talk to any investigators at all under any 
circumstances. Obviously he is not interested in protecting 
those who did the act, but he is concerned about my safety. His 
concern was not in what I might say, but in what they might say 
that I said if they did get a chance to talk to me.

PREPARED. Make certain that you have fasted for 3-10 days a 
few times before; read about fasting and hunger striking; 
become articulate about WHY you're not eating, so that you 
have the greatest positive effect for the animals. Know the other 
people who are striking/fasting with you. Don’t encourage 
others to strike with you unless you're convinced of their 
readiness to deal with whatever comes up.

Its presence in 
the environment is speculated to have led to increasing 
numbers of females in reptile populations. This, as one can 
imagine, is not healthy and could possibly mean the end to 
some species. 

What are the alternatives? Well, there are several - many 
of which date back thousands of years. It was not until the early 
1800s that trees were used to produce paper. Before that time, 
and in many countries since that time as well, fibers were 
derived from plants. In this country, hemp and cotton were two 
favorites and are presently available along with many other 
tree-free paper alternatives. It is essential that all of us look to 
these alternatives as we work to help other species. There are 
several choices and I will touch on just a few.

If you have nothing to hide and have no information about 
underground animal liberation activities, what is the danger in 
talking to an investigator? One important thing to remember is 
that anytime you agree to talk to one of these agents of 
repression, what you actually say and what they say you said 
can be completely different things. Your statements can be 
misconstrued, distorted, exaggerated or downright fabricated. If 
you refuse to talk at all, the chances of this happening are less. 
The best scenario is to have a lawyer (Larry Weiss!) to act as a 
go-between, because if investigators ever allege that you said 
something, it is better if you can say that their allegations are 
impossible because you do all of your dealings through your 
lawyer. 

My father is a federal prosecutor and as far as he is 
concerned, he would like to see all A.L.F. activists behind bars. 
Yet when he heard about the Utah firebombing, he specifically 
told me not to talk to any investigators at all under any 
circumstances. Obviously he is not interested in protecting 
those who did the act, but he is concerned about my safety. His 
concern was not in what I might say, but in what they might say 
that I said if they did get a chance to talk to me. 

So even if you think that you have nothing to hide, know 
nothing, and can be of no help to any criminal investigation, it 
is still imperative that you refuse to comment to any 
investigators except in directing them to your lawyer. Anything 
and everything you say (and don't say) can and will be used 
against you and your friends and others in the movement. 

History proves that, in the end, it is not the underground 
activist who is hurt by such babbling anyway. We are the ones 
who are hurt-the ones who are visible and the ones who are 
publicly and openly trying to make change happen. The 
underground activists cover their footsteps and tell no one, and 
since law enforcement knows this, it is the aboveground, legal 
activists who will be punished, because it is with us that the 
true power of the A.L.F. lies. We are the ones who are vocal and 
can explain why these actions are necessary. Without an 
educational component, direct action can only go so far. And 
vice versa. 


impulsiveness which we might later regret. We should, within 
our cells, make decisions which all within the cell can agree to, 
and some of us may have to agree to something which we 
might not like (e.g. having or not having legal representation. It 
looks silly to have some in a group pro se and some with 
attorneys, e.g. bail solidarity. Again, if one person plans to stay 
in, all should stay in, unless the reasons are simply too 
overwhelming, in which case all should consider bailing our). 

Once you're in prison, take a lesson form Gandhi and King 
and so many others: Don't put up barriers between yourself and 
your sisters and brothers who are also in prison. No human 
being is a "criminal," not you and not them. It can be easily 
argued that ALL prisoners are political prisoners, and it strikes 
me as obvious that the vast majority are in because of economic 
circumstances. I feel strongly that people who think they're 
better than others in prison/jail (or anywhere else) need a reality 
check. From a more pragmatic standpoint, opportunity to 
recruit vegans and animal rights converts continues in jail, and 
people have a lot more free time to listen to us, read our 
materials, etc. And if you're on the news, you are a celebrity, 
making your words even more valuable to guards and inmates 
alike. 

Jail isn't a picnic, but it's also not a vivisector's lab, leghold 
trap, slaughterhouse, etc. Try, if you find yourself in 
government accommodations, to stay strong and focused on the 
fact that you are still in a much better place than billions of 
animals ( and billions of human beings, too, actually). 

With regard to hunger striking: Please, again, BE 
PREPARED. Make certain that you have fasted for 3-10 days a 
few times before; read about fasting and hunger striking; 
become articulate about WHY you're not eating, so that you 
have the greatest positive effect for the animals. Know the other 
people who are striking/fasting with you. Don't encourage 
others to strike with you unless you're convinced of their 
readiness to deal with whatever comes up. 

I have participated in many fasts, including two 26-day 
water-only fasts, and I can assure you that it isn't something to 
enter into lightly. However, if you are spiritually inclined, you 
may find that your fasting time is the best time of your life, 
wherever you are. Once again, I can't stress enough that you 
should read and prepare yourself BEFORE you decide to fast or 
hunger strike. Know what you are getting into! 

I firmly believe that the animal liberation movement is the 
most important place that anyone can place herself (or himself) 
right now. And I believe that anyone who is not working for a 
more just world is neglecting her responsibility. However, I 
also believe that the struggle should not be entered impulsively. 
We need to really understand what we believe and why, and we 
need to know why we are taking the actions we decided to take. 
Finally, we should try to harness our anger and use it 
constructively: Holier than thou attitudes are not helpful; 
exclusionary self-righteousness is not helpful; opinions which 
claim to have the best or only method of dealing with a given 
situation may simply intimidate exemplary activists and cause 
them to be less involved, or (worse) to totally pull out of the 
movement. Is this what we want?

Animal Rights Connection (ARC), joined by 
EarthSave and other local groups, again 
organized the annual Great American Meat- 
Out picnic in San Francisco's Golden Gate 
Park.

2. Coordinating, communicating, and 
collaborating with other activist groups around 
the world. 

3. Providing support for our fellow activists 
who have been jailed or otherwise victimized. 

4. Informing the public about animal 
oppression through various activities.

UPDATE: Compassion Over Killing (COK) 
celebrated Meat-Out with a demo at a 
downtown D.C. McDonald's which got great 
television media coverage throughout the 
metropolitan area. 

Later in the month, we organized a protest 
against Ringling Bros., during which five 
activists were arrested for locking themselves 
together and delaying the circus for almost two 
hours. All charges were subsequently dropped 
against the activists. 

COK also protested at the White House 
against the Clinton Administration's opposition 
to the EU wild fur ban. For World Day for 
Animals in Laboratories, COK, along with 
IDA, organized a press conference and demo 
at the U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services to protest the crack-smoking primate 
experiments of Ron Wood. Five activists were 
arrested for blocking the main entrance to the 
building.

If 
extradited to Norway, we will, of course, be 
visiting the Norwegian Embassy.

On April 16, without our or our lawyer's 
knowledge, they obtained a detention order 
which allows them to keep all of the above for 
3 months pending further investigation. As of 
May 13, they have returned only a bare 
minimum - some of the items which we asked 
for by filing an application for a return of 
things seized (on the grounds that it created a 
hardship) in the courts - including but not all 
money, i.d., keys, phone books and a few other 
things. 

MOVING FORWARD 

Over the past few years, there have been 
dozens of actions in B.C. and across Canada 
taken against animal abusers and their 
businesses, none of which have been "solved" 
by the police. These latest searches represent 
nothing more than a desperate attempt by the 
cops to appear that they are making progress 
on these cases, by focusing their attention on 
two of the most well-known animal activists in 
Canada. Although extremely stressful and 
disruptive, it is exactly this type of harassment 
which we must expect and be prepared for. As 
we collect the fragments of our files and our 
lives, we continue to move forward.

I feel terribly 
guilty for being in the "limelight" and having 
acquired mini-celebrity status when so many 
others go unacknowledged and anonymous. I 
have even been called a hero. I am so 
humbled by this and feel it is so unfair to the 
real heroes out there who simply disappeared 
into the darkness. 

The second message I have and want to 
impress on ALL of NC readers with, is that 
you MUST write or call political prisoners 
every time you have the opportunity. Prison is 
the WORST! There is so much deprivation of 
the senses, intellect and dignity. Mail, visits 
and phone calls, if permitted, are about the 
only things that can keep your spirits up. And 
you must remember these good people well 
into their incarcerations, not just while the 
news is "hot." It's kind of like the campaigns 
to help the poor and homeless that come up 
every Thanksgiving and Christmas and then 
after the new year, they're swept back under 
the rug and forgotten. 

You don't need to write much - a greeting 
card or postcard with a few lines of 
encouragement will do (especially one with 
animals on it). It shouldn't take you more than 
a few minutes. Your efforts will last hours on 
the receiving end. Words of hope and 
encouragement are so important to help one 
get through the ordeal of imprisonment.

and there wouldn't be any demonstrations and 
nobody would care and if I though this would 
get media, I was nuts cause they stopped 
covering releases on stuff like this.

We were then taken to central. Pictures 
taken, strip searched, and put in a big cell 
which slowly tilled up with people.

I went in the 
booth and this little old lady with huge hair 
and enormous glasses sat down and yelled in 
the crankiest voice imaginable, "What were 
you doing with a BB gun Mr. Fullmer?"
